been a powerful influence in Wheeling 
village government for more than a dec- 
ade. He was indicted Jan. 31 along with 
five others by a special federal grand 
jury investigating shakedowns of devel- 
opers and businessmen in the village. 


Less gave details of the payoff and of

Kindergarten readiness 
class set for summer

The step from preschool into kinder- 


garten is a giant one for many children. 
To help Dist. 21 youngsters prepare for 
that big day next fall, a .special kinder- 
ga'-ten readiness class is being offered at 
Longfellow School in Buffalo Grove this 
summer. 


Designed specifically for children who 


will enter kindergarten in September, the 
class will include both educational and 
social activities to make the transition 
into the regular school routine a smooth 
one. 


According to Bob Sorensen, principal 


of 
Longfellow, 
the program 
will be 


geared '-'to bridge the gap between home 
and a first school experience, foster 
socialization and create a positive atti- 
tude toward school where learning is 
fun," 


BESIDES LEARNING activities and 


games,'children are scheduled to partici- 
pate In music, art and motor facilitation 
instruction. Motor facilitation activities 
are intended to help preschoolers develop 
muscle coordination. 


Although the purpose of the kindergar- 


ten readiness class is not to teach pre- 
schoolers how to read, Sorensen said 
those children who are already reading . 
or show an interest will be encouraged to 
progress at their own rate. 


Srime Frostic materials, designed to 


develop hand and eye coordination, will 
also be used in the program. Sorensen 
added that depending on the maturity of 


the children who enroll in the class, the 
youngsters also may go on short field 
trips to places of interest in the area. 


One of the benefits of the kindergarten 


readiness class will be the opportunity 
for preschoolers to associate with older 
youngsters 
attending regular summer 


school classes at Longfellow. 


T H E 
KINDERGARTEN readiness 


class will be conducted along with the 
regular summer school session from 8:40 
a.m. to 12:07 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day from Tuesday, June 18 to Friday, 
July 12.

"One of the problems we often have 


with kindergarten children 
is t h a t 


they've never been around older kids," 
Sorensen said. "It's a different experi- 
ence when they go to school." 


Children in the upper grades often as- 


sist teachers in working with'younger pu- 
pils during the school year and Sorensen 
said such a system also may be used in 
the summer class. 


Currently, two teachers have been 


hired to direct the kindergarten, read- 
iness class. They are Esther Stanfield, 
Dist. 21 language arts coordinator and 
Carol Link, second grade teacher at 
Longfellow. Sorensen said depending on 
enrollment in the class, a third teacher 
may be employed. 


Parents 
wanting to register 
pre- 


schoolers for the class should contact So- 
rensen at 541-1260 before May 21. The fee 
for the program is $25 because the dis- 
trict does riot receive state aid for stu- 
dents in this age group.

The clock struck 12 and postal em- 


ployes around the Northwest suburbs 
made a final trip to the mailboxes to 
collect those last-minute income tax 
returns. 


It's a common courtesy extended 


by post offices in this area to gather 
up the mail at midnight, April 15, so 
deadline-day returns can receive a 
postmark signifying the last 'day of 
filing. 


Postmaster Frank Freddo of the 


Wheeling Post Office said that most 
of their mail Monday was income tax 
returns but the mails weren't heavy 
and he expected no slowdowns or de- 
lays from the late filers. In Des 
Plaines, Assistant Postmaster Wil- 
liam Skibbe said he had no way to 
gauge just how many returns came 
in Monday but he was sure he'd see 
more coming in this week. 


"IT'S JUST human nature," said 


Skibbe, of those who didn't make the 
deadline. "It doesn't change from 
year to year." 


And ironically, the heaviest num- 


ber of phone calls at both post offices 
Monday were from people looking for 
income tax forms. Freddo said a lot 
of the forms put out Monday morning 
had disappeared by midday. 


There were no long lines while the 


post offices were open Monday but 
rather a steady stream of people.

Plaines Post Office grumbled about 
having'to put postage on her returns. 
"You'd think the least they could do 
is let you send them in free." 


Late returns pose 
a taxing problem 
for post offices 


WHY DID SHE, and so many oth- 


ers wait until deadline to mail? 


"My husband has a theory that if 


you send it in on the last day they 
won't notice any mistakes you make. 
He thinks so many people wait that 
they are deluged with returns and 
can't take the time with them that 
they take with the early ones." 


Her husband's theory was shared 


by several persons interviewed by 
Herald reporters but others held off 
simply out of spite: 


"I knew I had to pay this year and 


wanted to put it off as long as .pos- 
sible," said one young man. "I only 
made $5,600 taxable income this y:ar 
and had to pay almost $70 in Illinois 
tax. I wonder how much President 
Nixon will pay this year." 


' : ANOTHER MAN 
voiced similar 


sentiments. "I figure, why should I 


give them my money early as long 
as I have to give it at all. I've had 
this thing figured out since January 
but I left the money in my savings 
account so I'd get interest on it. But 
then I'll just have to pay taxes on 
that interest next year anyway so I 
can't win." 


If you're sitting there in the midst 


of forms this morning with the dead- 
line already past don't feel too bad. 
Yesterday one person stood'in line in 
Des Plaines with his 1972 tax returns 
in an envelope. 


"You don't get in any trouble if you 


file them before April 15 the next 
year but I wanted to be sure I got it 
in to'day or I'd be in big trouble," he 
explained. 


And how about his 1973 returns? 


"Well, I haven't star.ted those yet — 
but you can bet I'll get them mailed 
before next April 15."

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Rail crossings like the weather—everyone gripes, but...

The light flashes, the bell starts and 


the gate jerks down. Motorist, you've 
been caught again. 


An estimated 5,000 railroad 
grade 


crossiigs tie up traffic each day through- 
out Chicago and suburbs. The cost in 
gasoline and hours wasted behind the 
wheel is enormous but not high enough, 
apparently, to lead to a solution. 


The problem - highways and railroad 


tracks intersecting at the same level — 
is solved with underpasses or over- 
passes. But the multi-miliion-dollar price 
tag for a grade separation Is more than 
most suburbs can afford. 


SUBURBAN 
COMMUNITIES 
have 


been forced to stand in line for state and 
federal funds. Until recently there's been 
no way to determine priorities for 'dis- 
tribution of those funds and they've 
sometimes been given out on a pork bar- 
rel basis to districts with legislative 
clout. 


Now, 
a priority list for Illinois grade 


crossing separations is being drawn up 
and the Northwest suburbs may be no 
better off than before. It is generally 
conceded that many South and West sub- 
urban communities have more serious 
grade crossing problems. 


The problem in the Northwest suburbs 


focuses on local downtown areas, bi- 
sected by the Chicago and North Western 
Ry.'s northwest line. 


Arlington Heights and Des Plaines de- 


veloped some aggressive problem-solving 
plans, but they were expensive, pie-in- 
t h e-sky programs 
would have de- 


pressed 
the railroad line below the 


ground level through the town, or ele- 
vated it above the roads. 


BOTH COMMUNITIES have given up 


those dreams, choosing instead to seek 
some more realistic solutions. In Arling- 
ton Heights, the most feasible plan is an 
underpass on Arlington Heights Road, 
the only major north-south thoroughfare 
for miles in either direction, That plan 
has received tentative approval from the 
Northwest Municipal Conference as a 
priority project for Federal Aid to Urban 
Systems (FAUS) funding, which would 
provide 70 per cent of the estimated $4 
million cost, 


Des Plaines officials are considering a 


downtown overpass at River Road, but 
the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict has halted progress by refusing to 
give up a piece of land needed for the 
project.

More payoffs 
charged 


William Bieber, Wheeling building director, collected two 


$2.500 campaign checks extorted from a developer in 1972 at 
HJS village hall office, federal prosecutors charged in a bill of 
particulars filed in U.S. District Court. The checks, made out 
to the campaigns of Illinois Sec. of State Michael Hewlett 
and former Cook County State's Atty. Edward Hanrahan, 
were part of $30,000 allegedly extorted from developer Al 
Neiberg by Stavros and Bieber. An earlier bill of particulars 
against Stavros charged he obtained two similar $2,500 contri- 
butions for Howlett and Hanrahan in a shakedown of North- 
ern Illinois Construction Co. 


Endorsement change considered 


In the aftermath of Saturday's school elections, the Des 


Plaines School Board Caucus will consider a change in by- 
laws allowing it to endorse more than one candidate for each 
school board vacancy. "A choice is an excellent situation if 
tliero are enough people well-qualified to run. I object to 
putting up names if we don't feel the people are really quali- 
fied." said Leo Prisce, caucus chairman. And in Elk Grove 
Tuwnship Dist. 59, final totals showed 225 of the district's 
31.000 registered voters turned out for elementary, high 
school and junior college board balloting. Cost per voter was 
about Sit or $12 to hold the election.

of putting the road under the tracks, 
,even though that would be much more 
costly, because some kind of grade sepa- 
ration is needed near the downtown area. 


Des Plaines has other problem areas. 


The Soo Line R.R. and the C&NW outer 
belt cross city streets In several loca- 
tions, and Behrel said some relief is 
being isoudht in the west side of the city, 
probably at the outer belt and Algonquin 
Road. Both of these projects are being 
held up for one reason — money. 


OF EVEN MORE importance to Des 


Plaines is straightening of the dangerous ' 
S-curve underpass on Northwest High- 
way at the Soo Line. That was the city's 
priority project for the same FAUS fund- 
ing Arlington Heights would like. The 
cost has been estimated at $3 million. 


The Village of Palatine has garnered 


one of the few overpass projects this 
year. With assistance from the state, an 
overpass is planned at the C&NW tracks 
as part of a widening and improvement 
project for the Hicks Road and North- 
west Highway intersection. 


These are mostly "help-yourself" proj- 


ects, dependent on local initiative, but 
there is another way to get aid — the 
porkbarrel — if the help of a local state 
legislator or U.S. congressman can be 
enlisted. 


The communities of Dolton and Blue 


Island are benefiting from this tech- 
nique because their congressman, Robert 
Hanrahan, R-I11., wrangled direct aid for 
two overpasses from the Federal High- 
way Act of 1973. 


A MEMBER OF the U.S. House Public 


Works Committee, Hanrahan says the 
problem of grade separations is much 
larger, and he hopes a list of priorities 
can be established so the crossings with 
the greatest need can be remedied as 
money becomes available. 


His two projects, estimated at a total 


of $5 5 million, are called "demonstration 
projects," but Hanrahan said they will 
not necessarily lead to construction of 
any more grade separations. 


A spokesman for the Cook County 


Highway Department said Hanrahan's 
projects were planned without the knowl- 
edge of the department, even though the 
county will be required to supervise the 
e n g i n e e r i n g and construction. The 
spokesman added that in his opinion, the 
money is more urgently needed to repair 
existing overpasses and underpasses be- 
fore new ones are built. 


The people of Franklin Park also have 


an extra voice working for them, but his 
attempts at dipping into the porkbarrel 
have been less successful. The man is 
Jack B. Williams, mayor of Franklin 
Park and state representative from the 
5th District. 


He was involved in a series of bills in 


1973, many of them applicable to a broad 
area. His pet project, which failed, was a 
bill to provide $5 million for an under- 
pass from Belmont Street to Franklin 
Avenue in Franklin Park. 


OTHER BILLS THAT Williams has co- 


sponsored included: limiting the time a 
train can block a crossing to 10 minutes, 
with fines for violations; requiring trains 
to be radio-equipped for faster commu- 
nication during switching operations, and 
requiring the Illinois Department of 
Traasportation to study feasibility of 
relocating railroad yards and tracks 
away 
from 
high population density 


areas. - 


The most significant bill, however, is 


one that may put an end to hodge-podge, 
porkbarrel allocations. It requires the 
creation of a schedule of priority needs 
in regard to grade-crossing separations. 
Williams said the priority list will dis- 
regard whether a crossing is maintained 
by the state or a local governmental 
body. 


The representative said he is confident 


the 5th District would be assigned high 
priorities on the list because of the large 
number of crossings and the high popu- 
lation and industrial growth in his area. 


STATE REP. Romie Palmer, R-Blue 


Island, was another chief sponsor of the 
railroad crossing bills with Williams. He 
said it has been a long battle to get any 
legislation passed to control trains at 
crossings. One bill he sought, but could 
not get passed, would have committed 
state matching funds for grade separa- 
tions when the federal government opens 
up the highway trust fund for that kind 
of expenditure. 


The federal funding for the grade sepa- 


THE HIGH COST of railro'ad grade 
separations virtually prohibits them 
from being built in the suburbs. Until 
a state priority list is finished and 
federal money is released, only a few 
such projects will be built. In most 
places, motorists will still have to 
"wait it out" at gates and flashing 
lights. 


rations has to come, Palmer said, but 
the question is when. When the state 
completes its priority schedule, Palmer 
said the Northwest suburbs will probably 
not be high on the list. He agreed with 
Williams that western suburbs around 
Franklin Park and Elmhurst are in the 
greatest noed, along with the southern 
suburbs of Blue Island, Dolton, Riverdale 
and Chicago Heights. 


•Palmer said growth of railroads, and 
particularly the troublesome 
railroad 


yards, has been to the west and south in 
the Chicago area, leading to problems as 
residential growth boomed. 


Cost is not the only roadblock to rail- 


road grade separations, although it is a 
formidable one. Flooding o£ underpasses 
has to be handled by extensive engineer- 
ing, and temporary routes have to be 
found for the tracks while construction is

going on. Often the railroads are asked 
to pay for part of the improvements, par- 
ticularly for crossing gates, and they tra- 
ditionally plead that financial problems 
prohibit their help. 


AGAINST A profitless railroad there is 


little leverage until the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission steps in. The ICC 
hears requests for improvement of cross- 
ings, although gates are the usual objec- 
tive. After hearings, an ICC official will 
determine if the improvements are to be 
made, and what proportions will be paid 
by the state, by local governments and 
by the railroads. 


State law requires $200,000 a month to 


be deposited in the Grade Crossing Pro- 
tection Fund from Motor Fuel Tax col- 
lections. Yielding $2.4 million a year, the 
fund can handle several crossing gate in- 
stallations, but grade separations have 
been out of the question. 


Harry Stern, chief railroad engineer 


for the ICC, said the laws have been 
amended to allow money from the fund 
to be used for grade separations on a 
safety basis, but only four or five 
requests have been made in the past two 
years. 


The village of Elmhurst has been 


working on plans for a grade separation 
in its track crossing-plagued community 
for years. With some FAUS funding and 
some help from the ICC grade crossing 
protection fund, Elmhurst is steaming to- 
ward a July referendum to build a York 
Road bypass under the C&NW west line. 
Elmhurst Mayor Ray Fick said there is 
general support for the concept, although 
he could not predict whether the referen- 
dum will be successful. 


He said a local study showed that be- 


cause of the nearby Proviso Yards, 
trains traveling five m.p.h. cause cross- 
ing gates to be down 17 per cent of the 
time. 


The July 30 referendum'will allow up 


to $3.5 million in general obligation bonds 
to be sold, but Fick said there are no 
estimates yet on what the bond issue will 
cost each taxpayer. 


After federal requirements 
are met 


and environmental impact statements 
are filed, Fick said an optimistic guess 
for completion of the estimated $3.85 mil- 
lion project is 2^ years. 


All projects mentioned so far have 


been done without the help of a priority 


list. About 10 years ago Cook County con- 
ducted an intensive study of 600 railroad 
crossings on county roads. The study 
took into account the number of trains, 
the rumber of cars delayed at given 
crossings, and the time involved. 


WHAT WERE 
RESULTS of 
that 


study? "Maybe three grade separations 
have been built," said Louis Quinlan, 
chief engineer of the county highway de- 
partment. 


Quinlan said studies counting the num- 


ber of cars over the crossings and the 
number of trains that pass are conducted 
each year, but any priority lists would 
have changed greatly by now. 


Almost all crossings have been up- 


graded since that study, Quinlan said to 
provide at least flashing lights. "But the 
Chicago metropolitan area has a higher 
concentration of rail lines than anywhere 
in the United States — it's the hub of the 
railroad industry," he said. 


With that much to work on, Quinlan 


said the priorities are usually improve- 
ments of existing grade separations in- 
stead of construction of new ones. 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation reports that information is al- 
ready being gathered for the master list. 
Up to now, DOT had no list, said Carl 
Bachmann, railroad engineer for the 
Northeast region. They use informal 
work plans. 


BACHMANN ALSO acknowledged that 


few grade separation projects are consid- 
ered each year. "Priorities seem to vary 
from week to week," he said, mentioning 
a viaduct at Buchanan Avenue on the 
South Side of Chicago as a current must 
project. "We meet immediate needs," he 
said. 


The hope is that once the priority list is 


complete, the General Assembly will ap- 
prove an allocation for grade separations 
from the Motor Fuel Tax Fund, similar 
to the ICC grade crossing protection 
fund. 


Until that time, other measures have 


to be taken. While old studies gather dust 
on the shelves, and new plans face a 
maze of red tape and funding headaches, 
some villages seek alternate relief. 


Priority lists are anticipated from the 


state and the federal governments. But 
until more money accompanies those 
plans, motorists will continue to fume at 
blocked crossings.

Rain triggers flooding; 
thousands are evacuated 


HATTIESBURG, Miss. (UPI) - Res- 


cue workers cut holes in roofs to reach 
flood victims trapped in attics Monday 
as rainwater roared through three south- 
ern states, killing nine people in Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. 


Several thousand persons had to be 


evacuated from their homes after Wiree 
days of heavy rain left major highways 
impassable and low-lying farmland in- 
undated. Some areas of Mississippi re- 
ceived as much as 15 inches of rain in 30 
hours. 


Mississippi Gov. Bill Waller inspected 


several counties in the southern portion 
of the state, and said he would ask Presi- 
dent Nixon to declare the section a ma- 
jor federal disaster area. 


Seven persons drowned in Mississippi 


including three youths whose car plunged 
into a flooded creek Sunday. In Loui- 
siana, a grandmother and her seven- 
year-old grandson died after water swept 
their car into a rain-swollen creek. 


The holes were cut in the roofs of 


homes in Hattiesburg, where an esti- 
mated 4,500 persons were evacuated. 
Nearby, helicopters were used to rescue 
some residents stranded on top of their 
homes. 


Gov. Waller activated the National 


Guard to assist in the evacuation in the 
Hattiesburg area, where the Leaf River 
was expected to crest at a record 34 feet, 
about 12 feet above flood stage, before 
falling. 


At Columbia, Miss., an estimated 800 


persons were routed from their homes by 
the flooding Pearl River, and at Laurel, 
dozens of residents had to leave their 
homes because of flash flooding from 
nearby creeks and streams. 


Louisiana state police said most rural 


roads in the state were impassable and 
seven major highways were closed Mon- 
day morning. The worst flooding oc- 
curred in Wmn Parish. 


NEWSMAP SPOTS Petal and Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss., where thousands of 
persons were evacuated Sunday and 
Monday as the Leaf River pushed to

More persons were evacuated from 
their homes along the Pearl River 
north of Colombia. 


High court: Nixon had bomb power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 


Court Monday let stand a lower court de- 
cision that President Nixon had legal au- 
thority to order the bombing of Cam- 
bodia in 1973, disposing of what might be 
the last legal challenge to the Vietnam 
War. 


The high court swept aside the long- 


standing challenge to Nixon's power as 
commander-in-chief at the start of a ses- 
sion that will focus sharply on obscenity 
laws and free press issues. 


SL.4 bandits, 
'Tania'., rob 
'Frisco bank 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A racially 


mixed gang of men and women claiming 
to be members of the Symbionese Liber- 
ation Army raided a bank with ''military 
precision" Monday, scooping up $10,600 
and shooting two bystanders. 


"There is a strong possibility the SLA 


was involved," Police Capt. Mortimer 
Mclnerney said of the carbine carrying 
gangsters. 


The chief inspector said a customer in 


the bank heard one of the woman rob- 
bers identify herself as "Tania." Tania is 
the revolutionary name that kidnaped 
Patricia Hearst — in an April 3 tape 
recording — said she chose when she de- 
cided to stay with the SLA rather than be 
freed. 


Four gang members, three of them 


women, stormed into the Hiberia Bank 
while the others waited outside in two 
cars. 


As they fled, the robbers shot two pe- 


destrians, 
near the entrance of the 


branch bank in the Western area of the 
city. The wounded were Peter Markoff, 
59 and Eugene Brannan, 70. 


In a brief order issued without com- 


ment, the court refused to hear an ap- 
peal from a ruling favorable to Nixon, 
handed down by the U.S. 2d Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 


That court had reversed the original 


ruling of U.S District Judge Orin G. 
Judd of New York City that the Cam- 
bodian bombing in the spring and sum- 
mer of 1973 was an unconstitutional ex- 
ercise of presidential power. The appeals 
court held the courts had no right to in- 
tervene in the matter, and the Supreme 
Court refused to disturb that ruling. 


On its first day of return from spring 


recess, the court also agreed to decide 
whether the Internal Revenue Service 
has the right to subpoena'bank records 
to determine a depositor's identity where 
there is suspicion of tax fraud. 


It also agreed to rule whether school 


officials -must establish evidence of 
wrongdoing before they can discipline 
students. 


The obscenity issues to come before 


the court will test whether obscenity 
should be judged by local or statewide 
standards. They include appeals by an 
Albany, Ga , movie house owner — fined 
$750 and sentenced to 12 months proba- 
tion — foi showing the film "Carnal 
Knowledge," and a Los Angeles group 


convicted of mailing obscene material. 


Free press issues are raised by a 


Miami Herald appeal against a Florida 
statute that requires newspapers to pub- 
lish the reply of any political candidate 


to any publication which "assails person- 
al character" or charges him with 
"malfeasance or misfeasance" in office 
or "otherwise attacks his personal re- 
cord." 


Niger president deposed

The army seized power Monday in Ni- 


ger, a uranium-rich west African state, 
and deposed Hamani Diori, president 
since Niger won its independence from 
France in 1960. 


Radio Niamey said in a broadcast 


from the capital of neighboring Niger 
that Lt. Col. Seyni Kountie, chief of staff 
of the 2,000-man army, took over and or- 
dered the constitution suspended, parlia- 
ment dissolved and all political parties 
suppressed. It said Diori was taken pris- 
oner. 


Niger is a semi-arid country with a 


population of four million now under- 
going a severe drought. 


In a broadcast, Kountie said "After 15 


years of a regime noted for injustice, 
corruption, egoism and indifference to 
the will of the people, it was necessary to 
ensure future success."

Lift controls in all of food industry 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Cost of 


Living Council Monday lifted wage-price 
controls on supermarkets, food proces- 
sors and all other retail and wholesale 
segments of the food industry. 


The major decontrol action by CLC af- 


fects about 2.5 million workers in 330,000 
firms around the nation. It ends 2M> 
years of government regulation of the 
food industry. 


A willingness of labor and manage- 


ment to work for improved collective 
bargaining in the future was given as a 
key reason for the decontrol decision 


But the action would have occurred 


soon anyway, since the CLC and the rest 


of the government stabilization program 
will go out of business on April 30. The 
Economic Stabilization Act expires on 
that date, unless Congress intervenes 
with last-minute legislation to control a 
few inflation-prone industries. 


Steel and copper are the only major 


industries still subject to federal stabili- 
zation rules Less than 5 per cent of all 
consumer prices are still under govern- 
ment controls 


Food has been one of the biggest in- 


flationary headaches for the adminis- 
tration and consumer complaints over 
supermarket prices was a key factor in 
the administration's decision to shift to 


the stiffer Phase IV wage-price controls 
late last summer from the largely volun- 
tary Phase III guidelines. 


But CLC Director John T. Dunlop said 


that competition within the industry plus 
widespread compliance with the stabili- 
zation program "provide reasonable as- 
surances that decontrol will not result in 
inordinate rises in food prices in the 
months ahead attributable to food retail- 
ing and wholesaling." 


The CLC decision means that food 


wholesalers and retailers now may boost 
prices in order to increase their profit 
margins. 


U.S. urges share-prosperity plan 


United Nations (UPI) — Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger pledged the 
Uni, ed States M< nday to a six-point pro- 
gran' of world economic development 
but warned that pressure from the poor- 
er CD* :lries crald risk prosperity and 
provoke i»sp/.ir. 


"Devi loi.tr ent requires above all a 


spirit 01 "ooperation, a belief that with 
all our difi vnces we are part of a larg- 
er communi'y in which wealth is an obli- 
gation, resources a trust, and joint action 
a necessity," he told the special General 
Assembly session on raw materials and 


the developing countries 


"In this spirit, let us be the masters of 


our common fate so that history will 
record that this \vas the year that man- 
kind at last began to conquer its noblest 
and most humane challenge," he said. 


Kissinger's speech, coming after ob- 


vious reluctance of the United States to- 
ward the first assembly' session ever 
called to deal with economic problems 
alone, drew mixed reaction. Some dele- 
gates saw in it a U.S. assistance pro- 
gram; others called it platitudes. One 
said: 


"The speech was a promise and a 


threat. It amounted to: don't work 
against us or we'll work against you " 


Actually, Kissinger told the assembly: 
"On behalf of President NLxon, I 


pledge the United States to a major ef- 
fort in support of development. My coun- 
try dedicates itself to this enterprise be- 
cause our children must not live in a 
world of brutal inequality, because peace 
cannot be maintained unless all share in 
its benefits and because America has 
never believed that the values of justice, 
well-being and human dignity could be 


realized by one nation alone." 


Kissinger's program called for an ex- 


panding energy supply at an equitable 
price; stabilization of the cycle of sur- 
plus and shortage of raw materials; a 
balance between food production and 
population growth: a global economy 
that would not permit the poor countries 
to be overwhelmed, harnessing of sci- 
ence and technology to combat a global 
economy of physical scarcity; and crea- 
tion of a trade,, monetary and investment 
system sustaining industrial civilization 
and stimulating its growth. 


One dissident dissents from another 


• The Soviet Union's leading in-coun- 


try dissident — nuclear physicist Andrei 
Sakharov — dissented from the views of 
the country's leading out-of-country dis- 
sident — novelist Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
— calling them "potentially dangerous." 
Sakharov, in a 3,500 word criticism of a 
letter Solzhenitsyn sent Kremlin leaders 
last year, took particular issue with the 
writer's calling for abandonment of non- 
Russian parts of the Soviet Union and 
development ot Siberia as a land of 
simple values- to avoid war with China. 
Among other things, Sakharov accused 
Solzhenitsyn of "Utopian" and "isolation- 
ist" thinking, and of making "very sub- 
stantial errors" with "religious patri- 
archal romanticism."

The actual ballots, including those 
declared defective and not counted by 
the judges, are kept separate from the 
official tallies. 


The new unofficial vote totals now give 


Carrier I.'i35 votes, compared to 1.339 re- 
ported Saturday night. Mrs. Troehler's 
new total is t.3-16. compared to 1,30" re- 
ported Saturday night. 


The correction in the unofficial vote 


count resulted in changed totals for the 
other candidates, but dnes not change the

The bill of particu- 
lars states that at Stavros' direction, Pe- 
kin provided Bieber with two roundtrip 
plane tickets to Miami, a rental car, and 
a room for two at the Hawaiian Isle Mo- 
tel, Hallendalc, Fla. The trip allegedly 
took place between Jan. 5 and 10,1973. 


The Ben Pekin Corp. purchased the 


T a h o e V i l l a g e development from 
Chesterfield Builders in the spring of 
1972. 


l.N ADDITION, Bieber allegedly forced 


Pekin to purchase six cases of liquor, 
costing $362.25, from Mark Drugs, 303 E. 
Dundee Rd. The liquor, purchased Dec. 
8. 1972, was delivered to Stavros' North- 
brook home, according to the govern- 
ment. 


The U. S. Attorney's Office said it also 


has evidence that on Dec. 1. 1972, Bieber 
had Neiberg purchase eight cases of li- 
quor costing $690.90, from Mark Drugs 
and delivered to Stavros' home, 


According to bills of particulars re- 


leased by the U. S. Attorney's office, a 
total of $3,560.38 in liquor was purchased 
by developers at Mark Drugs. All but 
one of the purchases allegedly took place 
in a one-week period in December, 1972. 


Mark Amove, president of Mark Drugs 


Inc., was unavailable for comment on 
the liquor purchase.

Date of the second alleged payoff could 


not be determined. Final plans for Chalet 
were not approved by the village board 
until 1971 The name of the $4 million 
complex was changed to VIP apartments 
in 1972. 


Manda, who could not be reached for 


comment, appeared before the grand 
jury that indicted Stavros and denied 
making any payoff to Stavros or Less, it 
was learned. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS were ex- 


pected to include the alleged $12,000 pay- 
off among the counts in the indictment 
submitted to the grand jury but appar- 
ently held back because of a lack of oth- 
er evidence corroborating Less' charges. 


However, the combination of Less' tes- 


timony and the bank book from Palatine 
National Bank were given enough credi- 
bility by the U. S. Attorney's office so 
that prosecutors included the alleged 
$12,000 payoff in the bill of particulars 
against Stavros: 


If Less is called to testify, his recollec- 


tion of the alleged payoff would be used 
as evidence that a pattern of shakedowns 
and extortions involving Stavros, village 
officials and developers has existed in 
Wheeling.

Stavros already 
faces several charges. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


has been named to serve on a special 
committee doing research on stormwater 
management under the direction of Her- 
bert NPoertner, Wheeling flood control 
consultant. 


Poertner has been awarded an 885,000 


grant by the U.S. Office of Water Re- 
sources Research. Under this grant he 
will "examine current institutional prob- 
lems that either delay, prevent or frus- 
trate local government and other public

programs and facilities." 


Passolt will serve on the committee

School Dist. 96 may offer a special 


course next fall to aid parents and teach- 
ers in better understanding feelings and 
problems unique to early adolescent chil- 
dren. 


Ron 
Warwick, 
principal 
of 
Twin 


Groves School in the Lake County section 
of Buffalo Grove, is planning to teach the 
ccurse that would deal with the behavior 
of children ranging in age from 9 to 13 
years. 


Warwick said the course will be of- 


fered only if enough parents and teach- 
ers indicate interest in the class. 


The principal said he is hoping to 


make the course available for college 
credit through the National College of 
Education in Evanston. At least 15 per- 
sons would be required to register for the 
course for it to be offered for credit, he- 
said, and participants would be charged 
the standard $64 National College of Edu- 
cation entrance fee. Warwick stressed, 
however, that even if the course is of- 
fered for credit, persons not interested in 
gaining the college hours still will be 
allowed to sit in on the classes for free. 


PROBABLY DESIGNED as a weekly 


seminar, Warwick said the course will 
cover all aspects of the development of 
early adolescent children. Among topics 
likely to be discussed, he said, would be

96 and Warwick said 
one of the purposes of the course is to 
better acquaint parents with the methods 
local schools are using to fit the special 
needs of early adolescents. 


"We hope to enable parents to better 


u'idci stand their children from our point 
of view," the principal said. "If they 
start to understand their kids better, I 
think they'll be able to see how we adjust 
the program in school to meet their 
needs and realize the reasons for why 
we're doing what we're doing.'' 


LARRY SIIAFER. assistant principal 


at Twin Groves, added that through the 
course, school officials hope to improve 
communication and cooperation between 
the school and the family. 


"We see the school as.almost an exten- 


sion'of the family," Shafer said. "We 
want to cooperate with parents and work 
together." 


Recognizing and coping with the prob- 


lems of early adolescents can be difficult 
for parents, especially as their first child 
goes through what Warwick describes as 
the second most drastic period of change 
in a child's life. Aside from the years age 
zero to one, he said, the early adolescent 
child goes through more changes phvsi- 
cally, in particular, than at any other 
time. 


As Shafer put it, "Kids come in to us 


as children and leave as young adults. 
I think parents realize they have prob- 
lems as far as discipline goes especially, 
but they're often frustrated because they 
don't know why. In looking for answers, 
they blame the school, the child's friends 
or someone else. If thev could under- 
stand a little more why kids this age be- 
have as they do, I think they'd feel less 
guilty and realize it's a phase." 


PEER PRESSURE is another topic 


that will probably be discussed in the 
proposed course. Warwick said there is 
more stress placed on children in the 
early adolescent years to find acceptance 
from others their own age than at any 
other time. This pressure, he said often 
causes children to rebel against their 
parents' wishes so they can look and act 
like their classmates in order to be popu- 
lar. 


"Parents don't realize why their au- 


thority is constantly refuted at this age," 
he commented. "It's because the kids 
are really more interested in being ac- 
cepted by their peers instead of their 
parents." 


Warwick said the course will be de- 


signed on a practical level and is not in- 
tended to provide parents with all the 
answers to raising early adolescent chil- 
dren or to sell them on the IGE program. 


"My simple hope is that parents will 


learn to understand their children better, 
his relationship with his peers, adults, 
himself and where he fits into the whole 
scheme of his own expectations," he 
said. 


Much of the material to be included in 


the course will be based on a similar 
graduate course Warwick taught several 
years ago at the University of Toledo, 
Ohio.

Tax audit desirable 


The campaign reform bill passed 


in the U.S. Senate last week quite 
likely will never become law. How- 
ever, it contains one provision 
which we believe should be resur- 
rected if the bill is killed in the 
House of Representatives or vetoed 
by President Nixon. 


That provision is a stipulation 


that the personal income tax re- 
turns of all members of Congress 
and all elected officials and em- 
ployes of the legislative, executive 
and judicial branches of the gov- 
ernment earning more than $20,000 


a year be subjected to annual au- 
dits by the General Accounting Of- 
fice, the official auditing agency of 
Congress. 


One of the last amendments to be 


attached to the campaign reform 
bill near the end of 13 days of de- 
bate in the Senate, the provision 
was sponsored by Sen. John G. 
Tower, R-Texas, who said the au- 
dits would be made available to the 
public.

amendment is simple," said -Tow- 
er.

WASHINGTON - President Nixon's 


campaign swing through Michigan last 
week looks like the same kind of high 
stakes political gamble hff took with his 
income taxes.

The Michigan gamble is both simpler 


and more complicated than the income 
tax caper. 


On the surface, the question is 


whether a personal appearance by the 
President can save a '•Republican 
House seat from going to the Demo- 
crats, as three out of four have in spe- 
cial electons so far this year. 


But not far 'below that is a much 


heavier issue. By making the appe- 
rance on behalf of GOP candidate 
James Sparling, Nixon takes the ques- 


tion of what has caused the GOP bad 
fortune this year squarely on his own 
back. 


It would be ludicrous, for example, 


to claim that the energy shortage or a 
poor local economy were to blame if 
Sparling lost after Nixon made a spe- 
cial trip to Michigan to urge his elec- 
tion. If Sparling goes down, everyone 
will blame the President and he knew 
that when he made the decision to 
campaign for the GOP candidate. 


But if Sparling wins — and the pre- 


election polls gave him a fighting 
chance - Nixon will gain a lot more 
than a Republican vote in the House. 


The first effect of a GOP victory in 


Michigan would be to end or slow down 
the virtual panic that set in among Re- 
publican politicians when party seats in 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and Ohio went 
down the drain. The psychology of im- 
pending disaster, which surfaces in the 
form of unexpected decisions to retire 
by Republican officeholders and a sud- 
den scarcity of campaign contributors, 
would certainly be blunted by a Spar- 
ling victory. 


The second effect would touch Nixon 


directly. There has been persistent 
speculation in Washington since the 
round of special elections began that 
some of the survival-oriented Republi- 
can members of the House would be 
more impressed by the messages com- 
ing from the voters than by the evi- 
dence adduced by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee when it came time to vote on 
impeachment. 


Obviously, no GOP congressman is 


going to admit voting to impeach for 
reasons of self preservation. But a 
Sparling win would do much to hush 
talk that there are some congressmen 
ready to do just that. 


No one seemed aware when 'Nixon 


put his tax returns in the hands of the 
congressional committee that he was 
making a bet that would involve more 
money than many Americans earn in a 
lifetime. 


But this time, the risk is hard t6 


miss. If he wins, the President might 
well be on the way back up. If he loses^ 
the abyss yawns wider.

Macdonald asks 
RTA ;home rule'

• Legislation to assure local municipalities a voice in deci- 
sions by the newly authorized Regional Transportation Au- 
thority has been introduced in the Illinois General Assembly 
by State Rep. Virginia Macdonald, R-Arlington Heights. 


Mrs. Macdonald's bill will remove from the existing statute 


the power of the RTA board to preempt home rule powers of 
municipalities by a two-thirds vote of the board. 


Mrs. Macdonald said that the law creating the RTA, as now 


worded, infringes on the self-determination rights granted to 
communities of more than 23,000 population in the 1970 state 
constitution. 


Mrs. Macdonald said her legislation would require the RTA 


board to cooperate with local government officials on projects 
affecting their communities. 


Licensing restriction srought 


Legislation to restrict local governments from licensing 


persons in 27 occupations including such fields as medicine, 
structural engineering and nursing has been introduced by 
State Rep. Brian Duff, R-Wilmette. 


Duff said that the possibility of persons practicing in these 


professions to be required to hold multiple licenses in various 
communities "could cause economic havoc," and that such. 
licensing power should be restricted to the state. 


The question of local licensing arose under the 1970 state 


constitution which gave counties and municipalities over 
25,000 population "home rule," the authority to enact any 
ordinance not forbidden by the state legislature. 


Duff's bill covers all the occupations and trades currently 


licensed by the state which are not already licensed at the 
municipal level.

Capital gains, shelters need review 
Congress could tackle lax reforms 


by JAMES S. BYRNE 


Second of two parts 


For a number of reasons, this is a good 


year for tax reform. If .Congress decides 
it is good politics to examine taxes in 
terms of what really benefits the public, 
here are some reforms it might consider. 


The most popular way many rich indi- 


viduals avoid paying much income tax is 
by capital gains. If an asset is held for 
six months and then sold, only half the 
profit is taxed. 


The most important problem with capi- 


tal gains is that if a rich family has 
stocks or real estate which rise in value, 
this appreciation builds the value of the 
estate that will be willed to heirs. If the 
family has enough income from other 
sources, these assets do not have to be 
sold and, thus, no income tax will be 
paid on the appreciated value. Probably 
half the increased value of private prop- 
erty in the United States escapes tax in 
this way. 


WHEN THIS WEALTH is transferred 


to the heirs, an estate tax is paid on the 
appreciated value. But estate taxes also 
are paid on wealth accumulated out of 
dividends, salaries, savings and business 
profits — all of which have been subject 
to income taxes during lifetime. Wealth 
accumulation in the form of property 
that increases in value avoids the income 
tax. 


Congress is aware that appreciation at 


death is a big issue in tax reform. Presi- 
dent Kennedy had a go at this in 1963 
and there was more discussion of it in 
1969, This basic tax reform is now closer 
to enactment than at any time before but 


it will probably take a president who is 
willing to recommend it. Mr Nixon has 
not been willing. 


There are conspicuous tax preferences' 


other than capital gains which basically 
do hot benefit the public. One. example is 
the availability of fast depreciation, es- 
pecially for buildings, which generates 
large tax deductions for investors. 


ANOTHER DEVICE that benefits mon-j 


ey holders rather than the public is the 
tax shelter, an outgrowth of the tax-in- 
centive program that was designed to 
offset tough corporate taxes. It has led to 
a complicated game in which tax'-wise 


• investors set up business organizations 
that work like corporations but without 
paying the corporate tax. The shelters 
can then shovel out to investors 
tax savings from real estate, cattle feed- 
ing and the like. 


Instead of digging into the hard prob- 


lems of tax reform, Congress may fiddle 
around with the minimum income tax. 
The minimum tax was invented in 1969. 
Its supporters said 
that 
while tax 


incentives serve a useful -purpose, they 
were not intended to create a class of 
nontaxpayers. 
• 


THERE HAVE BEEN many attempts 


in the current Congress to increase its 
bite but the beneficiaries of the tax bene- 
fits fight such increases in the minimum 
tax just as hard as proposals for funda- 
mental reform. 


" Basically, the minimum tax is levied 
at 10 per cent on income that would oth- 
erwise be seltered from tax by the use of 
certain allowances. In a sense, the min- 
imum tax is the opiate of tax reformers. 


Putting a light burden on people or com- 
panies who enjoy substantial tax prefer- 
ences blunts the emotional force of argu- 
ments about the wealthy paying no 
taxes. 


At root, the minimum tax strategy is a 


way to deal with the politics of tax.re- 
•forhv. If the minimum tax rate can be 
increased to the point that it becomes a 
severe burden, there will be increasing 
pressures for groups enjoying special 
preferences to give them up in exchange 
for the lifting of the minimum tax load. 
But this seems hardly likely. 


UNFORTUNATELY, the minimum tax 


.seems in many ways like a big game. 
The technical problems are very'tough, 
almost too tough for -a congressman to 
grapple with at the same time he is try- 
ing to keep in touch with constituents 


and maintain his inside track for re-elec- 
tion. 
' 


The political payoff 
for doing hard 


work like studying tax incentives to find 
out whether the public is getting its mon- 
ey's worth is very modest. 


All this means that while 1974-75 seems 


like a good year for tax reform, the re- 
forms might be very shallow ones (e.g., 
the minimum tax). 


Until there is enough public pressure 


brought to bear on Congress, until 
enough people who perceive the tax sys- 
tem to be unfair make their feelings felt, 
the real loopholes — capital gains, count- 
er-productive incentives,' shelters — will 
remain unclosed: 


As we said before, to geet better tax 


laws we need first to get better politics.

To make cut flowers last longer use 


one part Sprite or 7-up to one part water 
and for each quart of this mixture add 
one-half teaspoon of chlorine bleach. 
Roses are said to last up to two and one- 


half weeks in this solution. 


Foam pieces in the water prolong the 


life of cut flowers and brown tips on ivy 
may mean too much water. In using 
plastic pots, be sure the plant really 
needs watering as plastic does not 
breathe and plants may need less water 
than those in clay pots. 


KELLEN ALSO warned that thinning 


peonies too much will result in loss of 
blooms. As for non-hardy azaleas, he 
said the plants need six weeks of cool 
weather without freezing to form buds, 
after which they should be brought into 
the house. 


Poinsettia plants should be cut back 


half-way and pot sunk into the ground; 
bring in before a freeze. Since poinsettias 
need 12 consecutive dark hours each 
night from September through November 
to bloom, he suggested they be placed in 
a closet or behind a drape to prolong the 
dark hours. 


When using aerosol sprays, be sure to 


spray from the recommended distance 


listed on the can to avoid burning the 
plants. 


Marigolds have a tendency to repel 


mosquitoes and their roots give off a poi- 
son which kills grubs. Sugar in the water 
of cut marigolds is said to dispel any 
plant odors. 


Rain runs off plants when foliage is 


full so garden plants and baskets should 
be double checked for ground moisture.

Dear Dorothy: Checked my air condi- 


tioner unit and found mold behind the 
fan. How do we clean this out? Our son 
is allergic to four types of molds so I'm 
most anxious to clear up the problem. 
Would using water and soap cause rust 
to form? — Mrs. Walter Howard 


The mold spores come from the living 


area and are deposited in the evaporator 
housing. Clean the area of the evaporator 
with soap and water, dry well and 
sponge with a liquid household cleaner 
which contains ammonia — or use the 
popular disinfectant spray if you don't 
mind the odor. A good air conditioner 
system has filters to keep clean air com- 
ing to the evaporator fan. These filters 
may be washed frequently in the solution 
suggested above. Once a month is not too 
much if you have an allergy to contend 
with. With clean filters, there ought to be 
DO spores, consequently no mold. 


Dear Dorothy: Thought you might like 


to know how. we made fuel in Syria 
where we used to live. Place old news- 
papers in a container, flat, under some 
kind of pressure. Keep the papers pres- 
surized until a couple of inches thick and 
soak them in water until soaked to the 
bottom. Then place in the sun to dry un- 
til hard as rock. Saw into any desired 
size. They burn beautifully and give forth 
the heat of anthracite coal.

You 
should use polyunsatureated oils in cook- 
ing, such as safflower oil or corn oil. 
Broil or boil, bake or roast, but try to 
eliminate frying.

Michigan's 
festivals! 


From spring until fall, 
the ethnics have it all 


by CLARE WRIGHT 


Festival time is about to begin in the state of Michigan-and 


one can capture bits of culture from all parts of the world in 
these ethnic jubilees held from spring through early fall. 


Germans, Hollanders, Britishers, Scots, the Polish and 


Scandinavians all have had a part in the settling of Michigan. 


The mines, the "tall timber" and the automobile factories 


have brought new citizens to Michigan from all parts of Eu- 
rope. 


One of Michigan's most famous ethnic festivals is Tulip 


Time In Holland, which is May 15-18 this year. 


DURING THE festival it's hard to remember It's Michigan 


and not the .Netherlands. Townspeople in colorful costumes 
and armed with willow brooms, perform the ceremonious 
chore of washing the streets, using shoulder yokes to carry 
pails of water. 


The "Klompen" (wooden shoes) dancers use the streets as 


their stage with high-stepping, "klomp and kick" maneuvers. 


You can take home a delightful souvenir too — a pair of 


wooden shoes in any size carved especially for you by Dutch 
craftsmen. 


One of Michigan's younger festivals, but recognized as one 


of the most colorful and popular in the United States, Is the 
Highland Festival and Games to be held at Alma May 25 and 
26. 


ONE OF THE world's largest Scottish gatherings, it in- 


cludes a Pipe Band Championship competition which draws 
hundreds of kilted dancers from the U.S. and Canada to dis- 
play their prowess In performing the Ghillie Callum (Sword 
Dance), the Strathspey and Reel, Shean Trews and Fling. 


On the athletic field, brawny Scots compete in century old, 


traditional tests of strength such as tossing the caber, putting 
the stone, tossing the sheath, throwing the hammer, pole 
vaulting and other track and field events. 


Since 1939. there's been an annual Michigan Bavarian Fes- 


tival at Frankenmuth each June. 


Visitors are extended a warm "willkommen" as they share 


in the community's Bavarian heritage. Men don their lederho- 
sen and twirl dirndl-clad fraulines to energetic polkas played 
by costumed German bands. Appetites, are treated to plump 
bratwurst. knackwurst and mettwurst served with delicious 
homemade German bread, golden barbecued chicken and hot, 
homemade pretzels topped oft by foamy steins of Frank- 
enmuth brewed beer. 


THE GREEK Festival has been an annual event in Detroit 


Eor a number of years. When Roman S. Gribbs became may- 
or of the city In 1970, he appointed a committee to encourage 
other groups to organize and share their culture and customs 
with the public. An ethnic festival program developed and 
currently includes 30 nationalities represented by 20 festivals 
which are held every weekend from the first of June through 
mid-September on the river front behind Cobo Arena. 


Some 30 booths display items representing the group's cul- 


ture such as mosaics, silk saris, shillelaghs, and Florentine 
wood carvings. 


During festival season you can sample foods like gelato, 


kielbasa. dolmades, tortes and strudels as well as many vari- 
eties of beers and wines. 


On the second weekend in September the Polish of Detroit 


hold 'heir annual Potato Festival. 


According to records, in 1892 the Polish population in Det- 


roit was around 33.000. In the early 1900s the influx into the 
Hamtramck area swelled as a result of industrial devel- 
opment and the growth of the Dodge plant. 


In 1939. the people of the predominantly Polish commu- 


nities of Posen and Metz celebrated the potato harvest with 
the first Posen Potato Festival. 


THE POUSH heritage also Is celebrated at Bronson, Mich., 


the first part of August with Polish Festival Days. Bronson's 
celebration includes a mock Polish wedding, polka band con- 
test and Polish costume contest. 


Danish immigrants were also potato growers, settling most- 


ly In the western part of the state. In Greenville, where the 
population is 75 per cent Danish, potatoes are still the major 
crop with apples running a close second. 


The Michigan Danish Festival is held the third weekend in 


August, complete with costumes, Danish bands and dancers 
providing a delightful atmosphere for a Volkommen toast of 
dark Danish beer. Smorgasbords and Aebleskiver booths are 
death on diets — but give taste buds a treat to remember for 
a long time. 


Even If you can't be a world traveler this year, you can 


certainly get something of the feeling and flavor of the 
world's cultures by visiting one or more of Michigan's ethnic 
festivals.

penters is now accepting applications for 
its four-year carpenters apprentice pro- 
gram from young people who live in 
Ccnk, Lake and DuPage counties. Appli- 
cations will be accepted through April 26. 


Separate apprentice programs are con- 


ducted for all four branches of the trade: 
general carpentry, millwright, resilient 
flooring, and cabinet maker. 


ADOLPH "DUFFY" Dardar, coordina- 


tor of the apprentice program, said the 
date marks the first time in more than a 
year that apprenticeship applications are 
being accepted. The last applications 
were taken Jan. 17,1973. 


"Because of the popularity of car- 


pentry as a trade, we always get a high 
turnout of applicants," he said. "The eli- 
gible men and women who apply in April' 
will be put into an eligibility pool for the 
first available training class which will 
begin in November, 1974. Since classes 
are limited to 80 people, some applicants 
may have to wait as long as a year be- 
.fore they CM begin their training." 


Any person is eligible to apply if he or

THE FOUR-YEAR carpenter "appren- 


tice program, begun by the Chicago Dis- 
trict Council in 1965, is a course com- 
bining classroom instruction with on-the- 
job experience. 


Every 12 weeks, a new general car- 


pentry pre-apprentice class starts up at 
the Washburne Trade School, 31st Street 
and Kedzie Avenue, with enrollment lim- 
ited to 80 persons. During pre-apprentice 
training, the students go to school eight 
hours a day five days a week for a total 
of 480 hours of classroom training. Dur- 
ing this time, the student is paid $25 per 
week.

4Seat-of-pants' salesman fading out? 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK — The energy crisis ap- 


pears to be killing off the "seat of his 
•pants" salesman in American business. 


Like the ill-starred hero of Arthur Mill- 


er's play, "Death of a Salesman," the 
man who "flies by the se.at of his pants" 
relies on personality and poker and good 
friendships rather than business knowl- 
edge to sell. 


"There still are many such salesmen 


around, but they won't be able to cut the 
mustard under the harsher conditions 
created by the energy shortage," says J. 
Porter Henry, president of Porter Henry 
and Co., a New York management con- 
sultant firm. ' 


HENRY'S FIRM has surveyed 498 


companies to determine what impact the 
prolonged energy crisis is having on the 
art or science of selling. 


The most important discovery was that 


companies no longer are willing to de- 
pend on salesmanship as an art prac- 
ticed by talented extroverts. It has to be 
more scientific because the salesman's 
job no longer is merely to sell — he must 
have as much knowledge about when to 
limit sales as when to expand. This situ- 
ation is forced on industry by a growing 
multiplicity of shortages of raw mate- 
rials and products of all kinds. - 


THE HENRY FIRM found 43 per cent 


of the companies surveyed report severe 
shortages of all or most products and an- 
other 20 per cent foresee shortages In at 
least some of their products in the 
months ahead. The smaller companies 
expect to be hit hardest by the shortages. 
Only 25 per cent of the firms employing

more than 100 salesmen said they were 
seriously concerned about shortages. 


The next most interesting discovery 


was that many companies are increasing 
their sales forces in spite of the short- 
ages and very few are cutting sales 
staffs. Fifty-one per cent said they would 
raise sales forces in the next two years 
by anywhere from 3 to 100 per cent. An- 
other 43 per cent said they would hold 


sales staffs at the present level. 


IN SPITE OF shortages, most com- 


panies intend to have their sales forces 
devote more time than ever to cultivat- 
ing new customers, the Henry study in- 
dicated. More than half the companies 
said salesmen will have to spend more 
time on dealer education. 


Even if the gasoline shortage does not 


get worse, mar.y companies said the high 
price of fuel could lead' them to use the 
telephone more, and to eliminate some 
territories that produce less business in 
proportion to the mileage traveled by 
salesmen and delivery trucks.

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Team beauty and function 
in selecting furnishings 


The most fascinating aspect of home 


design is selection of furniture. There are 
hundreds of different periods and styles 
from which to choose, but no matter 
what period your preference, make sure 
the furniture you select is well designed 
for your needs. 


When buying, think of factors of prac- 


ticality as well as beauty. Often-moved 
furniture such as dining room chairs and 
furniture that comes in and out of stor- 
age must be convenient. Even large fur- 
niture that is moved rarely should be 
placed on casters for convenience. 


Always look for comfort, especially in 


furniture that is sat on or slept on. Re- 
member that furniture is made to be 
used more than it is made to be admired, 
and when you settle down to watch the 
late movie, you're going to want comfort 
most of all, 


If your home has several rooms or if 


you're living in an apartment and plan- 
ning an eventual move to a single family 
dwelling, buy furniture that is flexible. If 
your selection is appropriate for only one 
room or one apartment, you're limiting 
the fun and excitement of furniture ar- 
rangement and interior design. 


Lastly, think of length of service and 


maintenance. These factors are of su- 
preme importance when buying floor 
coverings, but they should be considered 
in all furniture buying. Price should cor- 
relate with the length of service expected 
from a piece, and in furniture selection 
quality can be worth every penny. 


Sofas are one of the most important 


elements of the home. Many conversa- 
tions stem from them, they provide a 
place to stretch out and they are often 
the focal point of the living area of 
the home. 


When choosing a sofa, make sure it is 


long enough to stretch out on and low 
and deep enough for relaxation, yet high 
and firm enough so that a person can get 
up without reaching or grabbing on any- 
thing. These considerations involve com- 
fort, the most important characteristic of 
a sofa. Arms on sofas are more comfort- 


able than the armless types. 


If more sleeping space is needed, buy 


a sofa that converts into a bed. This is 
wise utilization of space and money. Sec- 
tional sofas are fun for the homemaker 
who makes a hobby out of rearranging 
furniture. For length of service, consider 
the beauty and durability of the uphol- 
stery. Will it take spills? Can it with- 
stand children's play? Will it ravel or 
wear holes? 


Chairs, too, should be chosen with com- 


fort in mind. The height of the seat 
should be somewhat less than the length 
of the sitter's lower legs. Of course, 
people's legs vary in length, so you'll 
have to settle for an average. If you're 
talking about a desk chair that is used 
often by several different persons, an ad- 
justable chair may be an appropriate an- 
swer. 


The width of the seat should be ample 


to permit some movement with both the 
seat and back tilted backward slightly to 
butress the weight. The chair back 
should support the small of the sitter's 
back Never buy a chair without sitting 
in it first — the proof is in the pudding. 


Tables must first be durable, especial- 


ly dining tables. Many of the new finish- 
es provide durable protection without 
sacrificing the beauty of the original ma- 
terial. Also look that the supports are out 
of the way of feet and legs and that the 
table is the right height, size and shape 
for its use. 


You need a place to sleep, and that 


place is the most important spot in your 
home. Even frugal budgets can not af- 
ford a poor quality sleeping place; poor 
sleeping spots will be remembered day 
after day with aching backs and cram- 
ped necks. 


Remember that the purpose of a bed is 


reducing physical strain to a minimum, 
so think solely of comfort. Headboards 
can provide beauty and are nice addi- 
tions to a room, but they can not provide 
you with the snoozing you desperately 
need.

in the home this year. Deep earth 
browns, caramel or camel beiges, terra 
cottas, deep leaf or grass greens, lettuce 
and lime greens, rich red tones, plum 
and eggplant purples, floral pinks and 
chrome yellows are very evident. 


New color groups on the upsurge are 


the cinnamon and spice families, deeper 
garnet reds with more blue cast, very 
warm tones of blue from cornflower blue 
to hyacinth blue to an American flag 
navy, blue-green, taupe or "suede beiges.

plans. The newest look in wood tones is 
very light ash or birch tones, a result of 
the Scandinavian influence. 


People malting decorating purchases 


this year will be creating a mood in their 
homes that is distinctly theirs — no gar- 
ish colors or fad items. They will buy 
pieces to reflect their own personalities. 


And buy they will. A recent study 


shows that more than four of every 10 
American households redecorated or re- 
modeled at least one room last year. The 
rooms done most often are ones in which 
residents spend the most time; bedrooms 
were redone by 23 per cent of the inter- 
viewees in 1973, followed closely by the 
living room, 22 per cent, and the kitchen, 
16 per cent. 


So when you plan a redecorating job 


this year keep in mind the basics — 
simple and natural. You'll be a winner. 


Textbook principles can help 


You don't have to take classes in inte- 


rior design to make your home an attrac- 
tive place to live, but an understanding 
of the textbook principles of interior de- 
sign can help you make the most of your 
home. 


Interior designers work to create or se- 


lect and organize four basic elements — 
form, space, color and texture. These 
four elements should exist in harmony 
and organization. What you do with the 
four elements determines the mood your 
home conveys. 


Form should follow function, so always 


keep in mind how your family lives in 
the home. This is a practical consid- 
eration, but with a little planning you 
can combine practicality with beauty 


and attractiveness. 


Establish a dominant theme to fit your 


family's lifestyle and reinforce your 
theme with one or two subordinate ideas. 
For example, if your family is outdoors- 
oriented, you'll want a home that's rustic 
and natural. And you may want to su- 
bordinate that dominant theme with a 
few bright colors and curves to reflect 
your family's activity. 


The forms, in most cases furniture, are 


often used to establish the dominant 
theme. Objects of large size command 
respect and speak dignity. Color, too, can 
set the mood. Bright colors are vividly 
remembered and demand attention. Dul- 
ler tones are less arousing, but more se- 
rene. Elaborate detail arouses interest.

Bright orange double doors greet vis- 


itors to the Arlington Heights home of 
Iris and Lowell Stone. 


First glance offers the impression of 


glass and chrome mellowed by animal 
skin rugs in the entryway, strategically 
placed antiques and many large, well 
tended plants. A wall of windows accents 
the open, airy living-dining room area. 


There's no doubt that this is the home 


of a casual, contemporary woman with 
more than just a flair for decorating. 


Iris prefers crisp, clean lines and a 


feeling of openness. Although contempo- 
rary decors leave many traditionalists 
cold, Mr. Stone says that her first and 
only love has been modern interiors. 


A decisive woman, Iris has a keen eye 


for selecting a house, furnishings and ac- 
cessories to achieve "just the right 
look." 


"I practically re-did or changed every- 


thing in the builder's original design of 
the house's interior," declared Iris. 


She insisted, on oak floors in the living- 


dining room area. "Hardwood floors are 
very scarce in new homes," she said. 
Just as scarce are the natural red brick 
floors she chose for the kitchen. Sliding 
glass patio doors in the original design 
were rejected for large windows. 


Iris refers to her decorating talent as 


simply "a natural feeling for design." 
And although she has done a few free- 
lance jobs, Mrs. Stone thinks that her 
home and business are enough to handle. 
She and husband Lowell own and operate 
The Pottery Ban-el in Barrington, Wood- 
field and Milwaukee. 


Contacts through The Pottery Barrel 


have, afforded Iris an almost free reign 
in the European market for home fur- 
nishings. However, she never misses a 
local art fair and often frequents flea 
markets in search of home accessories. 


The free style, natural look of the 


home is not accidental and is achieved 
with excellent taste. 


"Things that are expensive or cost the 


most are not necessarily good,'* said Iris.. 
"It's possible to do a nice room on a 
limited budget. The important thing is 
knowing where to cut corners." 


Choosing primarily pieces that can be 


used and re-used is one important asset. 
Mrs. Stone remarked that she prefers 
originals and will wait until she finds the 
exact one or "can afford the real thing." 


There is no standard color scheme in 


the large, open living room of the Stone 
home. Large, shag area rugs in black 
and white geometric designs are placed 
over the dark oak' floors. A black leather 
sofa and chair further enhance the mod- 
ern design. 


Mrs. Stone chose neutral colored drap- 


eries for the entire house. "They will 
blend with any individual room decor," 
she said. "But having the drapes the 
same gives the house more continuity 
from the outside." 


To soften the lines in the living-dining 


area, Iris chose a large buffet and secre- 
tary from Mexico. 


"THe heavier pieces add warmth and 


depth to the crisp lines of the contempo- 
rary motif," she commented. 


Iris selected a comfy, sink-in sofa for 


the family room. Covered in blue denim, 
"to withstand dogs and kids," the three 
piece sectional is positioned around a red 
brick fireplace accented with rough-hewn 
cedar. Red and yellow accent pieces add 
sparks of color to the low key, comfort- 
able room. 


The Stones have four children, Allyson, 


13, Melanie 12, Amy, 9 and Elizabeth, 4. 
The two older children have their own 
bedrooms decorated to individual prefer- 
once — Allyson's as a "safari room" 
and Mclanie's in red, white and blue.

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Cozy apartment blends history with creativity 


Home for Mr. and Mrs. Bob Kopecky 


and their two small sons, Leonard and 
Will, is the upstairs of a rambling two- 
story house that once stood on Palatine 
Road. More than just a cozy five-room 
apartment, the house offers a happy 
blending of history, creativity 
and

Bob and Kay Kopecky purchased the 


house In 1966, having rented the upstairs 
apartment several years prior.

pattern. Usually it -is a three-level struc- 
ture: basement, main floor and upstairs 
with two or more bedrooms. It normally 
has a bath and a half, semi-plush carpet- 
ing and modern kitchen appliances.

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Will Long Grove residents approve transfer now? 
Ambulance tax may affect 
fire district consolidation

Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter refused to predict Monday the effect 
thn prnpost'd ambulance tax will have on 
attempts to consolidate the entire village 
into his fire district. 


The village board more than two 


m-rulis ago voted to .support a referen- 
dum that would put the entire village in 
tho Wheeling Township Rural Fire Pro- 
tection Distric'. Officials say putting the 
village in one district would make it eas- 
ier to form a municipal fire department 


Village and fire officials are currently 


wor!\ins on several agreements that 
would be effective in the event a referen- 
dum is pas<ed. A referendum has not 
been scheduled and officials say it will 
n?t be scheduled until the agreements 
are worked out. 


The proposed referendum would ask 


village residents now in the Long Grove 
Rural Fire Protection District to approve 
a transfer to the Wheeling district. Most 
limit-? in the Lake County section of the 
village are in the Long Grove district. 


MM'E tt'HKEUNr; district 
officials 


last week said they probably will seek to 
establish an ambulance tax. there is 


some question whether residents in the 
LOIVJ Grove district would vote to trans- 
fer." 


"t don't have any idea how the people 


up there will react to the referendum 
now that it appears we might start an 
ambulance tax." Winter said. "But you 
have to remember, the Long Grove dis- 
trict already has an ambulance tax, so 
it's nothing new to those people," 


Wheeling district officials are expected 


to decide on May B to schedule a referen- 
dum on whether to initiate am ambu- 
lance tax. The referendum would have to 
be approved by a majority of residents 
voting in the district. 


AT PRESENT, the Wheeling district 


can tax to a maximum of 30 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation for fire protec- 
tion, but only taxes at a rate of 24 cents. 
The fire protection tax, however, cannot 
be increased to pay for ambulance ser- 
vice. 


If an ambulance tax is started, the dis- 


trict could tax up to an additional 25 cents 
per sioo assessed valuation. At most, a 
home assessed at $10.000 could be taxed 
$"i a year for ambulance service. 


Winter, however, said it is unlikely the 


district would attempt to set the tax at 


Kindergarten readiness 
o 


class set for summer

The step from preschool into kinder- 


garten is a giant one for many children. 
To help Dist. 21 youngsters prepare for 
that big day next fall, a special kinder- 
garten readiness class is being offered at 
Longfellow School in Buffalo Grove this 
.summer. 


Designed specifically for children who 


•»•.-•'I enter kindergarten in September, the 
r'•[>•; will include both educational and 
.-•:.-ial activities to make the transition 
; n < o the regular school routine a smooth 
>>:}?. 


According to Bob Sorensen. principal 


of 
Longfellow, the 
program 
will be 


geared "to bridge the gap between home 
and a 
firs', schfnl experience, foster 


sociylizaticn and create a positive atti- 


tude toward school where learning is 
fun." 


BESIDES LEARNING activities and 


games, children are scheduled to partici- 
pate in music, art and motor facilitation 
instruction. Motor facilitation activities 
are intended to help preschoolers develop 
muscle coordination. 


Although the purpose of the kindergar- 


ten readiness class is not to teach pre- 
schoolers how to read, Sorensen said 
those children who are already reading 
or show an interest will be encouraged to 
progress at their own rate. 


Some Frostic materials, designed to 


develop hand and eye coordination, will 
also be used in the program. Sorensen 
added that depending on the maturity of

the maximum allowed by law^ He pre- 
dicts the district will seek a tax of about 
10 cents per $100 assessed valuation. At 
that rate, a resident with a home as- 
sessed at $10,000 would pay about $10 a 
year in the way of an ambulance tax. 


"Right now it's (tax rate) strictly in 


the talking and debating stage at the dis- 
trict level," Winter said. "The rate will 
have to be decided on before the referen- 
dum is held." 


Before a decision is made by the dis- 


trict, he said, his department and the vil- 
lage of Wheeling department, which also 
is in the district will submit budgets. Af- 
ter the needs of both departments are 
studied, the district will decide on the' 
rate, Winter said. 


EVEN WITHOUT the ambulance tax, 


residents in the Lake County Buffalo 
Grove would face an increase in taxes if 
they voted to join the Wheeling -district. 
At present, the Long Grove district is 
taxing residents at about 16 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. That figure in- 
cludes an ambulance tax. 


Although the tax rate is considerably 


lower than the Wheeling district, the 
Long Grove department docs not yet of- 
fer residents paramedic service. Propo- 
nents of a switch to the Wheeling district 
also claim fire insurance rates will go 
down if the transfer is made. 


Winter said the ambulance tax prob- 


ably will be necessary because donations 
to the oaramedic program have fallen off 
recently and expenses are rising. He said 
no cuts in service are planned, but addi- 
tional money is going to have to be 
raised. 


AT PRESENT, the program is fi- 


nanced entirely through donations. By 


• law, taxes collected through the fire tax 


only can be used to pay salaries and buy 
equipment 
directly 
related 
to 
fire- 


fighting. 


Winter said ambulance calls now make 


up more than half of the department's 
calls, but no tax is being levied for that 
service. 


"An ambulance tax is something we 


are going to have to face up to eventual- 
ly," he said.J'It's not something we can 
ignore because it's going to be here to 
stay." 


Wheeling district officials have said 


the referendum probably will be sched- 
uled in the coming fiscal year and the 
new tax would appear in the 1975-76 tax 
levy, if approved. 


'Understanding early adolescent9 course iceighed 
Starting 'em out right...

Schrol Dist. <m may offer a special 


course next fall to aid parents and teach- 
ers in better understanding feelings,and 
problems unique to early adolescent chil- 
dren. 


Ron 
Warwick, 
principal 
of Twin 


Groves School in the Lake County section 
of Buffalo Grove, is planning to teach the 
course that would deal with the behavior 
of children ranging in age from 9 to 13 
years. 


Warwick said the course will be of- 


fered only If enough parents and teach- 
ers indicate interest in the class. 


The principal said he is hoping to 


make the course available for college 
credit through the National College of 
Education in Evanston. At least 15 per- 
sons would be required to register for the 
course for it. to be offered for credit, he 
said, and participants would be charged 
the standard $6<l National College of Eau- 
cation entrance fee. Warwick stressed, 
however, that even if the course is of- 
fered for credit, persons not interested in 
gaining the college hours still will be 
allowed to sit in on the classes for free. 


PROBABLY DESIGNED as a weekly 


seminar, Warwick said the course will 
cover all aspects of the development of 
early adolescent children. Among topics 
likely to be discussed, he said, would be 
the psychological, social, physical and 
emotional aspects of early 
adolescent 


youngsters. 


There has been some criticism of the 


Individually 
Guided Education <IGE) 


program In Dist. 96 and Warwick' said 
one of the purposes of the course is to 
better acquaint parents with the methods 
local schools are using to fit the special 
needs of early adolescents. 


"We hope to enable parents to better 


understand their children from our point 


of view," the principal said. "If they 
start to understand their kids better, I 
think they'll be able to sec how we adjust 
the program in school to meet their 
needs and realize the reasons for why 
we're doing what we're doing." 


LARRY SHAKER, assistant principal 


at Twin Groves, added that through the 
course, school officials hope to improve 
communication and cooperation between 
the school and the family. 


"We see the school as almost an exten- 


sion of the family." Shafer said. "We 
want to cooperate with parents and work 
together," 


Recognizing and coping with the prob- 


lems of early adolescents can be difficult 
for parents, especially as their first child 
goes through what Warwick describes as 
the second most drastic period of change 
in a child's life, Aside from the years age 
zero to one, he said, the early adolescent 
child goes through more changes physi- 
cally, in particular, than at any other 
time. 


As Shafer put it, "Kids come in to us 


as children and leave as young adults. 
I think parents realize they have prob- 
lems as far as discipline goes especially, 
but they're often frustrated because they 
don't know why. In looking for answers, 
they blame the school, the child's friends 
or someone else. If they could -under-, 
stand a little more why kids this age be- 
have as they do, I think they'd feel less 
guilty and realize it's a phase," 


PEER PRESSURE is another topic 


that will probably be discussed in the 
proposed course. Warwick said there is 
more stress placed on children in the 
early adolescent years to find acceptance 
from others their own age than at any 
other time. This pressure, he said often 
causes children to rebel against their 
parents' wishes so they can look and act 


like their classmates in order to be popu- 
lar. 


"Parents don't realize why their au- 


thority is constantly refuted at this age," 
he commented. "It's because the kids 
are really more interested in being ac- 
cepted by their peers instead of their 
parents." 


Warwick said the course will be .de- 


signed on a practical level and is not in- 
tended to provide parents with all the 
answers to raising early adolescent chil- 
dren or to sell them on the IGE program. 


"My simple hope is that parents will 


learn to understand their children better, 
his relationship with his peers, adults, 
himself and where he fits into the whole 
scheme of his own expectations," he 
said.

The clock struck 12 and postal em- 


ployes around the Northwest suburbs 
made a final trip to the mailboxes to 
collect those last-minute income tax 
returns. 


It's a common courtesy extended 


by post offices in this area to gather 
up the mail at midnight, April 15, so 
deadline-day returns can -receive a 
postmark signifying the last day of 
filing. 


Postmaster Frank Freddo of the 


Wheeling Post Office said that most 
of their mail Monday was income tax 
returns but the mails weren't heavy 
and he expected no slowdowns or de- 
lays from the late filers. In Des 
Plaines, Assistant Postmaster Wil- 
liam Skibbe said he had no way to 
gauge just how many returns came 
in Monday but he was sure he'd see 
more coming in this week. , 


"IT'S JUST human nature," said 


Skibbe, of those who didn't-make the 
deadline. "It doesn't change from 
year to year." 


And ironically, the heaviest num- 


ber of phone calls at both post ofi'ices: 


Monday were from people looking for 
income tax forms. Freddo said a lot 
of the forms put out Monday morning 
had disappeared by midday. 


There were no long lines while the 


post offices were open Monday but 
rather a steady stream of people.

WHY DID SHE, and so many oth- 


ers wait until deadline to mail? 


"My husband has a theory that if 


you send it in on the last day they 
won't notice any mistakes you make. 
He thinks so many people wait that 
they are deluged with returns and 
can't take the time with them that 
they take with the early ones." 


Her husband's theory was shared 


by several persons interviewed by 
Herald reporters but others 'held off 
simply out of spite: 


"I knew I had to pay this year and 


wanted to put it off as long as pos- 
sible," said one young man. "I only 
made $5,600 taxable income this year 
and had' to pay almost $70 in Illinois 
tax. I wonder how much President 
Nixon will pay this year." 


• ANOTHER MAN 
voiced similar 


sentiments. "I figure, why should I 


give them my money early as long 
as I have to give it at all. I've had 
this thing figured out since January 
but I left the money in my savings 
account so I'd get interest on it. But 
then I'll just have to pay taxes on 
that 'interest next year anyway so I 
can't win." 


If you're sitting there in the midst 


of forms this morning with the dead- 
line already past don't feel too bad. 
. Yesterday one person stood in line in 
Des Plaines with his 1972 tax returns 
in an envelope. 


"You don't get in any trouble if you 


file them before April 15 the next 
year but I wanted to be sure I.got it 
in today or I'd be in big trouble," he 
explained.

,000 more in payoffs 


revealed by U.S. Attorney

Two more checks — each for $2,500 — 


for campaign contributions extorted from 
a Wheeling dveloper were handed over 
to Wheeling Building Director William 
Bieber in his village hall office, accord- 
ing to the U. S. Attorney's office. 


A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's Cctse against Bieber and James 
Stavros. indicted former Wheeling Town- 
ship commiUeeman, charged that on 
Aug. 1. 1972 Meister-Neiberg Co. paid 
$2,300 to Secretary of State Michael 
Hewlett's campaign and another $2,500 to 
former Cook County State's Atty. Ed- 
ward Hanrahan's campaign, 


According to the bill, the checks were 


given to Bieber at the village hall under 
Stavros' direction. The bill also said that 
the orders to prepare the checks to pay 
Bieber were given to Al Neiberg, presi- 
dent of the company. 


This brings to $10,000 the total monies 


allegedly extorted from two developers 
for contributions to the two candidates' 
campaigns during August and September 
1972. The U. S. Attorney's office earlier 
charged that Stavros forced Northern Il- 
linois Construction Co. to contribute 
$2,500 to each campaign. 


HOWLETT'S FINANCE chairman in 


1972, Harold Dash, said he had spent 
some 
time 
checking 
through 
bank 


records for the $2,500 from Northern Illi- 
nois Construction. "I couldn't find any- 
thing in that area," he said Monday. "I 
know if I would have had the one the 
other would have triggered," he said 
when asked about the second contribil- 
tion. 


Dash said that Stavros did have a cam- 


paign party at his Northbrook home for 
the secretary of state before the fall elec- 
tion. "There was a contribution from a 
party we had, but I don't know what 
sources we had," he said. "It would be

The bill of particu- 
lars states that at Stavros' direction, Pe- 
kin provided Bieber with two roundtrip 
plane tickets to Miami, a rental car, and 
a room for two at the Hawaiian Isle Mo- 
tel, Hallendale, Fla. The trip allegedly 
took place between Jan. 5 and 10, 1973. 


The Ben Pekin Corp. purchased the 


T a h o c V i l l a g e development from 
Chesterfield Builders in the spring of 
1972. 


IN ADDITION, Bieber allegedly forced 


Pekin to purchase six cases of liquor, 
costing S362 25, from Mark Drugs, 303 E. 
Dundee Rd. The liquor, purchased Dec. 
8, 1972, was delivered to Stavros' North- 
brook home, according to the govern- 
ment. 


The U. S. Attorney's Office said it also 


has evidence that on Dec. 1, 1972, Bieber 
had Neiberg purchase eight cases of li- 
quor costing $690.90, from Mark Drugs 
and delivered to Stavros' home. 


According to bills of particulars re- 


leased by the U. S. Attorney's office, a 
total of $3,560.38 in liquor was purchased 
by developers at Mark Drugs. .All but 
one of the purchases allegedly took place 
in a one-week period in December, 1972. 


Mark Amove, president of Mark Drugs 


Inc., was unavailable for comment on 
the liquor purchase.

He needed annexation, rezoning 
and approval of the apartment compler 
and approval of the apartment complex 


After the village zoning board gave its 


consent lo the development, first known 
as Chalet Apartments, in November 1969, 
the matter was referred to the village 
board for final approval. An ordinance 
was prepared changing zoning of the 
T-shaped property from R-l single-family 
to R-4 apartment use. 


A short time before the village board 


was to consider the ordinance, Manda 
gave Less $12,000 cash, asking him to 
keep the money safe until he was given 
further instructions. Less, a broker with 
Georgetown Really, 47 S. Milwaukee 
Ave., Wheeling, said he was reluctant to 
get involved in the scheme but received 
an implied threat that his ability to con- 
duct business in the village would be 
damaged if he refused. 


FEARING THAT Stavros 
and his 


cronies would use their influence against 
him in the community, Less said he de- 
cided to go along, accepting the cash and 
depositing it in a savings account at Pal- 
atine National Bank. 


The village board was scheduled to 


consider the Chalet rezoning ordinance 
Dec. 15, 1969. The vday of the meeting, 
LPSS gol a telephone call from Stavros, 
telling him to get the cash ready and 
deliver it that night lo Stavros' home, 
Less claimed.

He 
talked to one of the village trustees and 
gave instructions that the ordinance he 
approved. Chalet got its rezoning that 
night. 


LATER, MANDA was required to 


make a second payoff of $6,000, accord- 
ing to Less. This time, a village trustee 
acted as bagman, carrying the cash to 
Stavros but keeping $1,000 of the $6,000 
for himself, said Less. 


Date of the second alleged payoff could 


not be determined. Final plans for Chalet 


were not approved by the village board 
until 1971. The name of the $4 million 
complex was changed to VIP apartments 
in 1972. 


Manda, who could not be reached for 


comment, appeared before the grand 
jury that indicted Stavros and denied 
making any payoff to Stavros or Less, it 
was learned. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS were ex- 


pected to include the alleged $12.000 pay- 
off among the counts in the indictment 
submitted to the grand jury but appar- 
ently held back because of a lack of oth- 
er evidence corroborating Less' charges. 


However, the combination of Less' tes- 


timony and the bank book from Palatine 
National Bank were given enough credi- 
bility by the U. S. Attorney's office so 
that prosecutors included the alleged 
$12,000 payoff in the bill of particulars 
against Stavros. 


If Less is called to testify, his recollec- 


tion of the alleged payoff would be used 
as evidence that a pattern of shakedowns 
and extortions involving Stavros, village 
officials and developers has existed in 
Wheeling.

Parking garage has become 
crucial Superblock point 


by STEVE BROWN 


What might boil down to the final ma- 


jor showdown over plans to redevelop the 
downtown DCS Plaines business district 
is slated for Thursday. 


The Herald has learned that public of- 


ficials and members of the city council 
seem more sharply split than ever over 
the construction of a 500-car parking ga- 
rage to be located on Elllnwood Street. 


The parking garage, which will pri- 


marily be used for parking for tenants of 
the $12 million Superblock building, has 
become a crucial point in the progress of 
the overall project. 


A NUMBER OK aldermen, possibly as 


many as eight, are expected to oppose at 
least one part of a four-way agreement 
between the city, Superblock developers, 
the Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. and 
Spieler Bros. Realty. 


The chief point of contention seems to 


be the lease agreement with the devel- 
opers for 406 spaces in the garage. A 
negotiated price has been set at $20 per 
space per month over a 25-to 30-year pe- 
riod. 


Critics of the proposal contend that the 


$20 figure is too little to pay off the reve- 
nue bonds that will be sold to finance the 
construction of the $1.7 million parking 
garage. 


They contend that the least1 rate should 


be closer to $30 per month per space. 


THE ECONOMICS of the parking situ- 


ation apparently could snarl the entire 
downtown redevelopment project. The 
multiple-level garage will be the major 
part of a more than $3 million revenue 
bond issue used to finance a number of 
parking improvements mostly relating to 
the redevelopment project. 


Several aldermen have stated the ga- 


rage should be constructed In a location 


other than the proposed site on Ellinwood 
Street between Pearson and Lee streets. 


Aid, George Olen (2nd) has raised the 


suggestion that if multiple-deck parking 
for commuters was built at Park Place, 
there would be more than enough shop-

The clock struck 12 and postal em- 


ployes around the Northwest suburbs 
made a final trip to the mailboxes to 
collect those last-minute income tax 
returns. 


It's a common courtesy extended 


by post offices in this area to gather 
up the mail at midnight, April 15, so 
deadline-day returns can receive a 
postmark signifying the last day of 
filing. 


Postmaster Frank Freddo of the 


Wheeling Post Office said that most 
of their mail Monday was income tax 
returns but the mails weren't heavy 
and he expected no slowdowns or de- 
lays from the late filers. In Des 
Plaines, Assistant Postmaster Wil- 
liam Skibbe said he had no way to 
gauge just how many returns came 
in Monday 'but he was sure he'd see 
more coming in this week. 


"IT'S JUST human nature," said 


Skibbe, of those who didn't make the 
deadline. "It doesn't change from 
year to year." 


And ironically, the heaviest num- 


ber of phone calls at both post offices 
Monday were from'people looking for 
income tax forms. Freddo said a lot 
of the forms put out Monday morning 
had disappeared by midday. 


There were no long lines while the 


post offices were open Monday but 
rather a steady stream of people. 


One woman 
outside the Des 


Plaines Post Office grumbled about 
having to put postage on her returns. 
"You'd think the least they could do 
is let you send them in free."

WHY DID SHE, and so many oth- 


ers wait until deadline to mail? 


"My husband has a theory that if 


you send it in on the last day they 
won't notice any mistakes you make. 
He thinks so many people wait that 
they are deluged with returns and 
can't take the time with them that 
they take with the early ones." 


Her husband's theory was shared 


by several persons interviewed by 
Herald reporters but others held off 
simply out of spite: 


"I knew I had to pay this year and 


wanted to put it off as long as 
pos- 


sible," said one young man. "I only 
made $5,600 taxable income this year 
and had to pay almost $70 in Illinois 
tax. I wonder how much President 
Nixon will pay this year."

The clock struck 12 and postal em-

It's a common courtesy extended 


by post offices in this area to gather 
up the mail at midnight, April 15, so 
deadline-day returns can receive a 
postmark signifying the last day of 
filing.

WHY DID SHE, and so many oth- 


ers wait until deadline to mail? 


"My husband 'has a theory that if 


you send it in on the last day they 
won't notice any mistakes you make. 
He thinks so many people wait that 
they are deluged with returns and 
can't take the time with them that 
they take with the early ones." 


Her husband's theory was shared 


by several persons interviewed by 
Herald reporters but others held off 
simply out of spite: 


"I knew I had to pay this year and 


wanted to put it off as long as pos- 
sible," said one young man. "I only 
made $5,600 taxable income this.year 
and had to pay almost $70 in Illinois 
tax. I wonder how much President 
Nixon will pay this year." . 


ANOTHER MAN voiced similar 


sentiments. "I figure, why should I 


give them my money early as long 
as I have to give it-at all. I've had 
this thing figured out since January 
but I left the money in my savings 
account so I'd get interest on it. But 
then I'll just have to pay taxes on 
that interest next year anyway so I 
can't win." 


If you're sitting there in the midst 


of forms this morning with the dead- 
line already past don't feel too bad. 
Yesterday one person stood in line in 
Des Plaines with, his 1972 tax returns 
in an envelope. 


"You don't get in any trouble if you 


file them before April 15 the next 
year but I wanted to be sure I got it 
in today or I'd be in big trouble," he 
explained. 


And how about his 1973 returns? 


"Well, I haven't started those yet — 
but you can bet I'll get them mailed 
before next April 15."

Palatine Park District commissioners 


approved a l9"'!-75 budget Monday night 
that is 18': per cent higher than the cur- 
rent year, largely the result of more pro- 
grams and opening of new park facil- 
ities. 


The district, already at its taxing max- 


imum, will net have a higher tax rate as 
the result of the larger budget. The cur- 
rent tax rate is <!!> cents per $100 a.s- 
se&sed valuation, or $-19.4l> for homes as- 
sessed at MO.IMIO. 


For 1W4-73. the budget totals $935.000 


and includes salary increases ranging 


from 10li to 12 per cent for full-time 
park employes. 


Activities at the Birchwood Park gym-

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Can all-American speakers make students forget football?

Teacher Lori Mohan thinks her stu- 


dents deserve as much recognition as the 
football players in High School Dist. 211 
and ;he doesn't think they're getting it. 


Her students agree with her. They 


have the distinction of being the only 
competitive speech team in High School 
Dist. 211. and they believe there aren't 
more teams because the school district 
doesn't think they're important. 


Jlrs. Mohan is the speech coach at 


Fremd High School and students on the 
Fremd speech team have won awards in 
the state speech championship three 
years in a row. The other schools in Dist. 
211 have speech clubs but they don't

compete with other schools. The only ex- 
ception is the Hoffman Estates High 
School Speech Club which was formed 
this year and began competing in Febru- 
ary. 


THIS YEAR, eight of the 15 active 


members of the Fremd team advanced 
from district competition to sectional 
competition and two students, Terry 
Flynn and Kurt Mische, went on to com- 
pete in the state championship. Mische 
won second in the state in oratorical 
declamation. Last year he took a first in 
radio speaking. 


For all their success, students on the 


Fremd team believe they're being ig- 
nored. As one of them, Mark Atkinson, 
puts it, "Everything goes to the athlet- 
es." 


Perhaps they're right. Most schools 


pay their athletic coaches more than 


their speech coaches, but Dist. 211 pays 
its speech coaches far less than 'most 
schools in the area. High School Dist. 214 
pays a director of speech activities an 
additional $595 the first year he coaches. 
A beginning speech coach at Maine 
Township High School Dist. 207 gets an 
additional $570 per year. 


BUT THE BEGINNING coach of a 


speech club in High School Dist. 211 gets 
$125 a year. Mrs. Mohan thinks the fig- 
ure is too low to compensate for the hun- 
dreds of hours a coach puts in each year 
practicing with the team, working indi- 
vidually with students, making arrange- 
ments and attending speech contests. 


The low pay is the reason teachers are 


hesitant to volunteer to coach a team 
says Mrs. Mohan, and it's the reason the 
teams have trouble keeping the same 
coach year after year. Mrs. Mohan suc-

BECAUSE THE budget limits the num- 


ber of speech events students attend 
each year, the students lose valuable 
practice which could jeopardize their 
chances for competing in the big event of 
the year — the state contest, she said. 


Pay for extracurricular activities is 


part of the teacher contract in the dis- 
trict and is subject to negotiations each 
year, said Bruce Altergott, associate su- 
perintendent in Dist. 211. 


There are seven different classifica- 


tions of activities ranging from clubs 
such a sthe speechclub and the chess club 
to the school paper, year book and stu- 
dent council, said Altergott, and each has 
a different rate of pay. When the teach- 
ers' association thinks there is an in- 
justice, it may ask the district adminis- 
trative council to request a change, he 
said. 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dis,t. 211 


Education Assn., says the association is 
asking for a 10 per cent raise in extra- 
curricular pay for next year. "Extra- 
curricular activities are a very impor- 
tant part of the school system," he said, 
but the school board and administration 
"place a low priority on them." 


BUT FOR THE students on the Fremd 


speech team, the problem isn't as simple 
as dollars and cents. For them it boils 
down to a basic prejudice between art 
and athletics. 


"We've been an athletic school all 


along," said Kurt Mische. The school 
emphasizes athletics because ''adminis- 
trators are former athletes or coaches," 
he said. Kurt remembers when one ad- 
ministrator told parents during parent 
orientation that athletics is the only ac- 
tivity at school that teaches team work. 
Students on the Fremd speech team 
think that's wrong.

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Public hearing April 23 
Park district cuts budget, 
plans additional programs 


The Rolling Meadows Park District's 


proposed budget is down 8 per cent from 
last year's budget, despite plans to in- 
crease recreational programs. 


The new budget, now on display at the 


park district office totals $333.325, a de- 
crease of $48,323. Last year's budget to- 
taled $6ni.B30. A public hearing on the 
budget is scheduled for 7:30 p.m., April 
23. in the park district office. 1 Park 
Meadow PL 


Steve Person, superintendent of parks 


and recreation, *aid the tax rate would 
be only slightly affected by tlie decrease, 
adding that he had no specific figures 
because the district's tax base for next 
year still is unknown. 


PERSON SAID the cost decrease was 


primarily the result of cuts in the spring 
and 
summer 
ice 
skating 
programs. 


Learn to play hocky has been cut from 
six weeks to two weeks, learn to skate 
has been dropped altogether and public 
skating is limited to two hours a week 
instead of 17 hours per week. 


Another reason for the decrease is that 


thr park district will be purchasing less 
playground and recreational equipment 
this year, he said. Last year, the park 
district budgeted $12.nnn for equipment in 
the recreation fund and $14,100 for equip- 
ment under the park category. This year, 


only $500 has been budgeted for equip- 
ment under the recreation program and 
SI,"CO has been budgeted in the park de- 
partment. 


The increased programming planned 


for the next fiscal year would include a 
larger variety of park district classes, 
such as belly dancing, crocheting and 
volley ball, Person said. More instruc- 
tional type skating activities, such as 
learn to skate and hockey will be offered, 
with public skating sessions cut accord- 
ingly, he said. 


PERSON ADDED that he hopes the in- 


creased 
programming costs 
will be 


largely covered by Increased participa- 
tion among area residents. The budget 
shows an increase of SI,000 for the in- 
structors in the general recreation fund 
and another $1.500 increase in wages for 
ice arena instructors. 


To encourage more people to join park 


district programs, Person said the park 
district will be spending more money on 
publicity. The amount budgeted for pub- 
licity is $5,000 over that budgeted last 
year. This year's total comes to $13,000. 


Another large increase in costs is re- 


flected in the money budgeted for chlo- 
rine gas.

THOUGH ROLLING Meadows Park 


District's legal battle with Salt Creek 
Park District concerning the annexation 
of the Industrial Park in the northern 
side of the city is- over, legal costs .have 
not decreased accordingly. 


Person said that the park district is 


planning to annex several relatively 
small parcels of land to round out its 
borders. A total of $3,000 has been budg- 
eted for annexations and another $3,000 
is budgeted for corresponding legal fees 
and charges. Last year, .$4,000 was bud- 


" geted for legal fees and charges with only

If both the Plum Grove Countryside 


and the small parcels were annexed dur- 
ing the next fiscal year, Person said 
more money probably would have to be 
obtained for annexations. He said the 
$3,000 figure was simply an estimate. 


The budgeted amount for maintenance 


has decreased $6,500 to $13,500. However, 
the amount budgeted for contractual 
maintenance has increased by $27,000. 
Person said he will be recommending to 
the board later this year that mainte- 
nance at the Sports Complex be con- 
tracted. 


Person said the contracted mainte- 


nance would be more efficient and not 
cost the park district much more than 
the wages and equipment necessary for 
the park district employes to do the job 
themselves.

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Can all-American speakers make students forget football?

Teacher Lori Mohan thinks her stu- 


dents deserve as much recognition as the 
football players in High School Dist. 211 
and she doesn't think they're getting it. 


Her students agree with her. They 


have the distinction of being the only 
competitive speech team in High School 
Dist. 211. and they believe there aren't 
more teams because the school district 
doesn't think they're important. 


Mrs. Mohan Is the speech coach at 


Fremd High School and students on the 
Fremd speech team have won awards in 
the state speech championship three 
years in a row. The other schools in Dist. 
211 have speech clubs but they don't 
compete with other schools. The only ex- 
ception is the Hoffman Estates High 
School Speech Club which was formed 
this year and began competing in Febru- 
ary; 


THIS YEAR, eight of the 15 active 


members of the Fremd team advanced 
from district competition to sectional 


competition and two students, Terry 
Flynn and Kurt Mische, went on to com- 
pete in the state championship. Mische 
won second in the state in oratorical 
declamation. Last year he took a first in 
radio speaking. 


For all their success, students on the 


Fremd team believe they're being ig- 
nored. As one of them, Mark Atkinson, 
puts it, "Everything goes to the athlet- 
es." 


Perhaps they're right. Most schools 


pay their athletic coaches more than 
their speech coaches, but Dist. 211 pays 
its speech coaches far less than most 
schools in the area. High School Dist. 214 
pays a director of speech activities an 
additional $595 the first year he coaches. 
A beginning speech coach at Maine 
Towpship High School Dist. 207 gets an 
additional $570 per year. 


BUT THE BEGINNING coach of a 


speech club in High School Dist. 211 gets 
$125 a year. Mrs. Mohan thinks the fig- 
ure is too low to compensate for the hun- 


dreds-of hours a coach puts in each year 
practicing with the team, working indi- 
vidually with students, making arrange- 
ments and attending speech contests. 


The low pay is the reason teachers are 


hesitant to volunteer to coach a team 
says Mrs. Mohan, and it's the reason the 
teams have trouble keeping the same 
coach year after year. Mrs. Mohan suc- 
ceeded in getting her pay raised this 
year to $341 after she persuaded the 
school administration to reclassify her 
job to debate coach. Mrs. Mohan said 
she was told the reclassification is only 
good as long as she continues to coach 
the team. 


The budget for the speech club, about 


$800 a year, is also too low, says Mrs. 
Mohan. The money must be used to pay 
teachers to judge speech events and it 
must cover student entry fees,.expenses 
and transportation to speech contests. 


BECAUSE THE budget limits the num- 


ber of speech events students attend 
each year, the students lose valuable

Broad may face 
a variety of civil suits 


Kaufman and Broad. Inc., may just be 


beginning its role as a legal defendant, 
although the law books are nearly closed 
In criminal action over the firm's zoning 
in Hoffman Estates. 


The pattern of civil suits against K&B 


stemming from the company's criminal 
Indictment is beginning to take form. Al- 
though one threatened civil action never 
materialized and now has been forsaken, 
court action has begun on another. And a 
third is due to open soon. 


A hearing has been scheduled for 11 


a.m. June 7 on the class action suit filed 
by William Davies, a Streamwood attor- 
ney, in behalf of 2,000 residents of K&B's 
Barrington .Square development in Hoff- 
man Estates. Davies said the hearing is 
on K&B's "normal" motion to dismiss 
the suit, although he anticipates, instead, 
another suit will be joined to his. The 
tiearing will be before Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Nathan Cohen, Chan- 
cery Division. 


BY THAT TIME. Davies anticipates, 


suit will have been filed by John Ryan, a 
Loop attorney, on behalf of all citizens of 
Hoffman Estates. Ryan has set himself a 
June 1 filing deadline. Judge Cohen may 
very well combine court action on the 
two civil suits, Davies said. Ryan also 
considers it possible, although the class 
Ryan expects to represent is much larg- 
er than is cited by Davies. 


A third lawsuit never was filed, al- 


though Donnie Rudd, a corporate attor- 
ney and president of Dist. 54 Board of 
Education, publicly announced his plan 
to file it in December. 


Rudd said yesterday he will not file 


suit, 
explaining that 
Ryan's action 


against K&B Is essentially what he in- 
tended, and potentially will accomplish 
goals he expressed. 


DAVIES' SUIT notes the no contest 


plea entered last winter by K&B to 
charges the corporation bribed six for- 
mer Hoffman Estates village officials to 
obtain quick action on a petition for high 


density zoning. He also notes all village 
officials indicted with the company 
pleaded guilty to accepting bribes from 
K&B's attorney in 1968, Bernard M. Pes- 
kin. Although Davies suit was filed 'be- 
fore Peskin went to trial on the charges, 
a federal jury convicted Peskin April 4. 


Davies contends Barrington Square 


residents are now paying the cost of the 
bribes, as part of the purchase prices for 
their townhouse homes. K&B owes them 
a rebate of more than $200,000, since the 
money was used for illegal purposes, 
plus damages, Davies charges in his suit. 


Ryan's action will focus on profit K&B 


allegedly derived as a result of the zon- 
ing, he has said. Because the zoning 
allowed a higher density on the 410 acres 
of land, K&B received an increased prof- 
it, also resulting from illegal activities, 
Ryan contends. 


The bribes paid to the village officials 


and the profit won because of them le- 
gitimately belong to all residents of Hoff- 
man Estates, because it was their trust 
that was violated, Ryan said. 


White Davies seeks money for Barring- 


ton Square homeowners, Ryan would 
have K&B mail a check to every village 
property owner. The amount due each 
resident would be based on their village 
property tax payments and their length 
of residence, Ryan said. He will claim 
the taxes are higher than they should be, 
because village finances provide more 
services to Barrington Square than 
would have been the case under lower 
density. 


K&B officials note the civil actions now 


pending or soon to be filed are not based 
on statute or previous court rulings. 
Davies and Ryan are attempting to 
create new law, said David Brown, presi- 
dent of the Chicago area division. 


Brown noted he is not an attorney him- 


self, and emphasized any individual has 
a legal right to file a civil suit. But with- 
out statute or precedent-setting cases, 
the outcome is not predictable, he said.

Can all-American speakers make students forget football?

Teacher Ltri Mohan thinks her stu- 


dents deserve as much recognition as the 
football plajers In High School Dist. 2U 


and she doesn't think they're getting it 


Her students agree with her. They 


have the distrinction of being the only 
competitive speech team in High School

that competes in the state champion- 
ship. The students say there aren't 
more teams 
because the district 


thinks they're not as important as 
athletic events. 


Dist. 211, and they believe there aren't 
more teams because the school district 
doesn't think they're important. 


Mrs. Mohan is the speech coach at 


Fremd High School and students on the 
Fremd speech team have won awards in 
the state speech championship three 
years in a row. The other schools in Dist. 
211 have speech clubs but they don't 
compete with other schools. The only ex- 
ception is the Hoffman Estates High 
School Speech Club which was formed 
this year and began competing in Febru- 
ary. 


THIS YEAR, eight of the 15 active 


members of the Fremd team advanced 
from district competition to sectional 
competition and 
two ' students, Terry 


Fiynn and Kurt Mische, went on to com- 
pete in the state championship. Mische 
won second in the state in oratorical 
declamation. Last year he took a first in 
radio speaking. 


For all their success, students on the 


Fi-emd team believe they're being ig- 
nored. As one of them, Mark Atkinson, 
puts it, "Everything goes to the athlet- 
es." 


Perhaps they're right. Most schools 


pay their athletic coaches more than 
their speech coaches, but Dist. 211 pays 
its speech coaches far less than most 
schools in the area. High School Dist. 214 
pays a director of speech activities an 
additional $595 the first year he coaches. 
A beginning speech coach at Maine 
Township High School Dist. 207 gets an 
additional $570 per year. 


BUT THE BEGINNING coach of a 


snecch club in High School Dist. 211 gets 
$125 a year. Mrs. Mohan thinks the fig- 
ure is too low to compensate for the hun- 
dreds of hours a coach puts in each year 
practicing with the team, working indi- 
vidually with students, making arrange- 
ments and attending speech contests. 


The low pay is the reason teachers are 


hesitant to volunteer to coach a team 
sliys Mrs. Mohan, and it's the reason the 
teams have trouble keeping the same 
coach year after year. Mrs. Mohan suc- 
ceeded in getting her pay raised this 
year to $341 after she persuaded the 
school administration to reclassify her 
job to debate coach. Mrs. Mohan said 


she was told the reclassification is only 
good as long as she continues to coach 
the learn. 


The budget for the speech club, about 


$800 a year, is also too low, says Mrs. 
Mohan. The money must be used to pay 
teachers to judge speech events and it 
must cover student entry fees, expenses 
and transportation to speech contests. 


BECAUSE THE budget limits the num- 


ber of speech events students attend 
each year, the students lose valuable 
practice which could jeopardize their 
chances for competing in the big event of 
tiie year — the state contest, she said. 


Pay for extracurricular activities is 


part of the teacher contract in the dis- 
trict and is subject to negotiations each 
year, said Bruce Altergott, associate su- 
perintendent in Dist. 211. 


There are seven different classifica- 


tions of activities ranging from clubs 
such a sthe speechclub and the chess club 
to the school paper, year book and stu- 
dent council, said Altergott, and each has 
a different rate of pay. When the teach- 
ers' association thinks there is an in- 
justice, it may ask the district adminis- 
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trative council to request a change, he 
said 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dist. 211 


Education Assn., says the association is 
asking for a 10 per cent raise in extra- 
curricular pay for next year. "Extra- 
curricular activities are a very impor- 
tant part of the school system," he said, 
but the school board and administration 
"place a low priority on them." 


BUT FOR THE students on the Fremd 


speech team, the problem isn't as simple 
as dollars and cents. For them it boils 
down to a basic prejudice between art 
and athletics. 


"We've been an athletic school all 


along," said Kurt Mische. The school 
emphasizes athletics because "adminis- 
trators are former athletes or coaches," 
he said. Kurt remembers when one ad- 
ministrator told parents during parent 
orientation that athletics is the only ac- 
tivity at school that teaches team work. 
Students on the Fremd speech team 
think that's wrong. 


In speech competition, students 
are 


"learning skills they will use the rest of 
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their lives. Knocking your head on the; 
football field will only get you so far," 
said Mische. In this sort of team com- 
petition, students learn "how to handle 
nerves and an intense situation," says 
Mische, and it builds self-confidence.

The property 
currently is in unincorporated Wheeling 
Township. 


Attorney Robert F. Mecrsman said 64 


per cent of the 278 homeowners have 
signed the petition request annexation to 
Mount Prospect, far over the SO per cent 
reiuirerl. Objectors to the annexation 
whose property lies on the perimeter of 
the subdivision cnn file written objec- 
tions with the clerk of the circuit court 
up to five da>s before the hearing. 


Annexations of property generally are 


handled solely by the municipality, but 
Meersman said the village requested 
that the alternate route of the circuit 
court be used If the court finds the an- 
nexation request legally proper, it would 
t! en go to the village for approval. 
Mount Prospect officials have indicated 
a v illmgness to annex the Prospect 
Meadows subdivision.

Kill of particulars says Bieber accepted checks 
$5,000 more in payoffs 
revealed by U.S. Attorney

Two more checks — each for $2,500 — 


for campaign contributions extorted from 
a Wheeling dvelopcr were handed over 
tr> Wheeling Building Director William 
Bieber in Ms village hall office, accord- 
ins to the I". S. Attorney's office. 


A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's case against Bieber and James 
S'avros, indicted former Wheeling Town- 
ship committeeman, charged that on 
Aug. I. 1972 Meister-Xeiberg Co. paid 
$3.300 to Secretary of State Michael 
Hewlett's campaign and another $2,500 to 
former Cook County State's Atty. Ed- 
ward Hanrahan's campaign. 


According to the bill, the checks were 


given to Bieber at the village hall under 
Stavros' direction. The bill also said that 
the orders to prepare the checks to pay 
Bieber were given to Al. Neiberg, presi- 
dent of the company. 


This brings to $10.000 the total monies 


allegedly extorted from two developers 
for contributions to the two candidates' 
campaigns during August and September 
1972. The L*. S. Attorney's office earlier 
charged that Stavros forced Northern Il- 
linois Construction Co. to contribute 
$2.500 to each campaign. 


HOWLETTS FINANCE chairman in 


1!)72. Harold Dash, said he had spent

time checking

records for the $2,500 from Northern Illi- 
nois Construction. "I couldn't find any- 
thing in that area." he said Monday. "I 
know if I would have had the one the 
other would have triggered," he said 
when asked about the second contribu- 
tion. 


Dash said that Stavros did have a cam- 


paign party at his Northbrook home for 
the secretary of state before the fall elec- 
tion. "There was a contribution from a 
party we had, but I don't know what 
sources we had." he said. "It would be 
utterly ridiculous to say that was part of 
it. Unless you've got cold facts, it isn't 


Hammerli drops

lage Board approved final plans for the 
Lake of the Winds development, 


The government also outlined its evi- 


dence of payoffs made by Ben Pekin, 
president of the Ben Pekin Corp., in late 
1!)72 and early 1973. The bill of particu- 
lars states that at Stavros' direction, Pe- 
kin provided Bieber with two roundtrip 
plane tickets to Miami, a rental car, and 
a room for two at the Hawaiian Isle Mo- 
tel, Hallendale, Fla. The trip allegedly 
took place between Jan. 5 and 10,1973. 


The Ben Pekin Corp. purchased the 


T a h o e V i l l a g e development from 
Chesterfield Builders in the spring of 
1972. 


IN ADDITION, Bieber allegedly forced 


Pekin to purchase six cases of liquor, 
casting $362.25, from Mark Drugs, 303 E. 
Dundee Rd. The liquor, purchased Dec. 
8. 1972. was delivered to Stavros' Nprth- 
brook home, according to the govern- 
ment. 


The U. S. Attorney's Office said it also, 


has evidence that on Dec. 1, 1972, Bieber 
had Neiberg purchase eight cases of li- 
quor costing $690.90, from Mark Drugs 
and delivered to Stavros' home. 


According to bills of particulars re- 


leased by the U. S. Attorney's office, a 
total of S3.560.38 in liquor was purchased 
by developers at Mark Drugs. All but 
one of the purchases allegedly took place 
in a one-week period in December, 1972. 


Mark Amove, president of Mark Drugs 


Inc., was Unavailable for comment on 
the liquor purchase. 


STAVROS AND Bieber

charged with forcing Pekin to hire Rock 
Road Construction Co. and Country Ser- 
vice Co. The government said it does not 
have dates on the subcontracts being 
awarded.

A busload of boys from St. Viator High 


School wanted to take a close look at the 
American political system and headed to 
Washington D.C. the first week of April 
to watch firsthand. 


A week later, after moving about from 


one Senate session to another, some of 
the boys changed their minds' about 
politics. Some felt disillusioned. Some be- 
came more enthusiastic. 


They watched the senators cast their 


votes, sat in on committee hearings and 
met some of their congressmen. All the 
boys found out that what was happening 
in Washington was different from what 
they imagined it from their textbooks. 


IN THEIR CLASSROOM the boys took 


the roles of congressmen in mock ses- 
sions, trying to get bills passed and con- 
sequently familiarizing themselves .with 


the odds and ends of political decision 
making. 


, "At first it was confusing, but after a 
while it was easier to understand what 
was going on," said Bruce Reiter, a stu- 
dent at the trip. 


Some of the boys want to be poli- 


cians of lawyers. Some are interested in 
majoring in poltiical science when they 
enter college. Some were there just for 
fun. 


"I've thought a long time about 'poli- 


tics," said Reiter, who is considering a 


- political career. "I'm not going to be a 


crusader and change thfngs around. I 
just want to represent the people." 


Most of the boys, however, say that a 


politician who represents the people may 
be rather idealistic. "It's hard to please 
all the people in politics," they said.

sessions," said Mark Bruso. "At least ev- 
eryone was there at school. The senate 
galley had about four people when we 
were there. One senator was reading the 
paper and another senator asked some- 
one what was going on. I guess they de- 
pend on their staff people to keep them 
informed. 


"It was sort of disillusioning to find that 


one senator got off the elevator and had 
made up his mind on a bill before the 
debate started," said Bruso. "I know it's 
impossible to keep up with the issues. 
Some of those people are on as many as 
15 committees and subcommittees." 


REITER IS LOOKING forward to a ca- 


reer in government despite of what he 
saw in Washington D.C. "I have already 
heard the critics and it's not really dis- 
illusioning to find Congress slow." 


"The image of Congress has been 


hurt," said Bruso, adding that the Presi- 
dent's image and politics in general have 
caused the public to be skeptical. "A lot 
of politicians are afraid they won't be 
reelected." 


Bruso also added that the public doesn't 


often take the time to be more informed 
about the politics. "They say they will let 
their local newsmen make up their 
minds • because 
they 
are 
better 
in- 


formed." People should be more aware 
of the government functions, he said. 
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
